For some years past, we have provided 
an amount in our estimates in order to make an allowance 
towards the salary of night watchmen at certain of our 
Indian Residential Schools which we consider are not 
fireproof. The usual allowance is for a period of seven 
months at $60. a month. 


From time to time some officials have 
expressed the opinion that an allowance for night watchmen 
should be paid at all Government-owned Residential Schools. 


We have just received a request for an 
allowance towards the salary of a night watchman at the 
Kootenay School t which schocl we have not previously made 
any allowance. We are aware that practically all our 
schools employ a special night watchman during the heating 
season and we feel that it would be in the best interest of 
all parties concerned for the Department to allow a grant 
towards the salary of the night watchman at these schools at 
which no allowance is made at the present time. 


I would appreciate having your approval.

We woeently received a request from the rineipal of 
the Kootenay Residential School for an allowance towards 
the salary of the night watchmen, effective lst Janusry, 19496 


Yor several yesrs past we have been ellowing ea grant 
towards the salery of a night watchmen for the period October 
to the following April at those Schools where we considered 
a definite fire hazard existed, The schools at which this 
allowance is being paid were alected some yeers 860, and no 
recent additions have been made to the list. Ase matter of 
fact, we are not maxing any ellowance towards the salery of 
a night watchmen at any of the Government-owned Residential 
Sehools in the province of British Columbie. 


then we received the Principal's request, we submitted 
a memorandum to the Deputy Minister esking his opinion regarding 
the payment of an allowance towards the selery of e« night 
watchman. His reply was es follows: 


(1) Allowance must not be pei’ to 4 present 
member of the staff. 

(2) Allowance must be peid only to schools 
whieh ere certified by an engineer es subject 
to special danger by fire. 


In the case of the Kootenay Residential School, I note 
the following statement contained in the re ort submitted to 
us by Donald Inspection Limited in connection with their 
inapection of the Kootenay Kesidentiel] School on llth September, 
1948: 


eveeeed 
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"In addition to this, there should also be an 
elevated water tank of not less than 20,000 ga Lions 
capacity. At present « smell air pump pumps pressure 
to a tank which has been buried in the ground. So long 
as it ie only used for domestic purposes there should be 
no trouble, but should you heve 6 fire and any quantity 
of water is taken from thie tank, the pressure is dro pped 
and no water will be available for fire fighting purposes.” 


In view of this report which wes made by an engineer, 
it would appear that the Kootenay Residential School might 
be considered eas one at which an allowance could be made 
towards the salery of the night watehmen during the months 
mentioned in the first part of my letter. 


However, when we allow a grant for a night wetchman 
at one school, we generally receive similer requests from 
other schools, and consequently before replying to the 
Principal of the Kootensey Residential School, we wouldlike 
to have your comments and et the same time, you might 
state if you consider there are sny other Government -owned 
schools in British Columbia at which any such allowance 
should be made, keeping in mind the conditions leid down 
by the Deputy Minister.

Further to our memorandum of February 15th with 
which were forwarded duplicate copies of a report by Mr. 
A.H.Perry of the Public Health Engineering Division of the 
Department of National Health and Welfare, Vancouver, B.C., 
we have received the following from Mr. Cornish which deals 
py this report of Mr. Perry and gives a little more infor- 
mation:

"The only proposed uses of unchlorinated creek 
water not covered in the report are for feeding stock 
in the barn and for cooling milk in the dairy. Untreated 
oreek water is now used for these purposed. I understand 
that there is no objection from a public health point 
of view to use polluted water for feeding stock, that is, 
no pollution can be carried from the drinking water to 
the milk. However, such water should not be used for 
cleaning cows and precautions will need to be taken on 
that point. At present there are several exposed taps 
in the barn and these are to be eliminated if possible 
otherwise reduced to the essential minimum and marked. 
The troughs for cooling water should have covers with holes 
through which the milk cans are inserted so that there & 
no exposed water surface. It should be borne in mind 
that the installation to supply creek water to the barn 
and dairy are to be made by school authorities and that 
this Division will not be responsible for such worke" 


Indian Affairs are advised to see that the 
recommendations of Mr. Perry and Mr. Cornish are carried out 
in order that the contaminated water from St. Joseph's Creek 
shall not be used in its rew state in a manner which might 
affect the health of thoge using it.

Dear Bernard: 


Since my visit to Ottawa I have been to the 
Kootenay Indian Hesidential school at Cranbrook and had 
quite a chat with the Sisters and Principal, Rev.Father Kelly. 
The main topic of conversation was, of course, the possibility 
of having this school connected with the East Kootenay Power 
line at the Wasa substation. 


You will recall that in our Estimates we have 
the sum of $8,100 for this purpose, together with en item for 
$2,000 to effect the minor improvements to the school wiring, 
etc. I really feel it is imperative that the school get the 
benefit of Hast Kootenay Power. The present arrangements for 
ironing, which are really pathetic, should be replaced and 
other electrical services which are not possible under the 
present system provided. I am auite sure we can utilize the 
oresent diesel engine which generates power at present to good 
adventage elsewhere. 


This letter is merely to remind you of this 
matter and in the hope that it will remain in the Estimates 
and enable us to go ahead with this much needed improvement 
at as early a date as possible.

For your personal information I may Say that we 
included an amount of $10,000.00 in the main appropriation 
for the fiscal year 1949-50 for the purpose mentioned, 

Our estimates have not yet been approved by Parliament, 
but I feel certain that the amount will be allowed. 


However, on reviewing our file, I found your letter 
of 28th August, 1948, enclosing a copy of a letter addressed 
to Superintendent Dunn from the bast Kootenay Power Company, 
Limited. In your letter you recommend a three phase line 
on which the power company quoted a price of $10,893.20 
and es a matter of fact, this amount was not a firm bid. 


We note from your letter of lst March, 1949, that 
you estimate the cost of the improvements to the school 
wiring to be $2,000.00. On the prices quoted the total 
expenditure would be approximately $13,000.00. It is our 
intention to make every effort to secure the additional 
amount over and above what has already been provided in 
the appropriation, but in the meantime, I think it woulda 
be to our mutual advantage if you could seoure the 
following information:

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1. Another quotation from the East Kootenay 
Power Company, giving a firm bid if possible 
on the cost of supplying a three phase 
line to the Kootenay School. 


A quotation from two or more reliable 
electricians, tendering on tle electrical 
work required to effect the moessary 
improvements to the school wiring.

In connection with 
the request, I may say that the Depaty Minister 
has ruled as follows: 


(1) Allowance for a night watchman must 
not be paid to a present member of 
the staff. 

(2) Allowance must be paid only to schools 
which are certified by an engineer 
as subject to special danger by fire. 


Wewrote to Indian Commissioner Arneil and 
he has recommended that we make an allowance towards 
the salary of a night watchman, due to the fact that 
one of the Departmental engineers recently reported 
that there is a fire hazard at the Kootenay School, 
We presume from the contents of Father Kelly's letter 
that the man employed is not one of the regular members 
of the staff. 


In view of the above, it has been decided 
to allow $60.00 a mnth towards the salary of a night 
watchman at the Kootenay School for the period lst 
January to 30th April, 1949. For your information I 
may say that at schools where an allowance is made 


oeeed 
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towards the salary of a night watchman, it is our 
usual practice to make this payment from lst October 
to the following 30th April. However, as Father 
Kelly's letter stated that the night watchman only 
commenced duties on lst January, 1949, we are only 
making allowance for four months. 


Before the next heating season commences 
if you consider conditions warrant such assistance, 
you should apply in September for an allowance 
towards the selary of a night watchman for the period 
lst October, 1949, to 30th April, 1950.

With reference to your letter of March 
17th, 1949, your file 5-11-4, I am enclosing herewith, 
an estimate submitted by Modern Electric, Cranbrook, 
B.C. on cost of adapting the wiring system in the 
above noted school building to alternating current 
from direct current now employed. 


I would respectfully suggest that con- 
sideration be given to installation of the shallow 
well master pumping system at an estimated extra cost 
of $91.15. This unit is a direct motor driven turbo 
pump that will eliminate adjustments required in 
maintaining the belt driven piston pump of uncertain 
vintage now in use. Our fire hydrants are serviced 
by this system and any failure to maintain this old 
pump in first class condition may find it inadequate 
in an emergency. 


It is uncertain at this time of other 
estimates being submitted. The Cranbrook Electric 
are interested in submitting an estimate but due to 
lack of specifications required will need additional 
time.

Further to our conversation of March 21st, 
we are enclosing three copies of our estimate of the 
cost of constructing approximately 3% miles of 5 phase, 
2,300 volt transmission line from the Wasa substation 
of the Department of Transport to the Kootenay Indian 
school near Wasa, B.C. ‘The estimate includes the 
necessary step down transformers to provide approxi- 
mately 20 H.P., 230/115 volt, 60 cycle supply at the 
Mission together with lightning arrestors, cut-outs 
and metering equipment. The total amount of the 
estimate is $10,895.20. 


Our rate for power from this extension and 
the conditions of service would be the same as that 
in effect to the Department of Transport from the same 
substation, and is covered in detail in our standard 
contract, three copies of which are enclosed. The 
ownership of the line would rest with your Department, 
with our Company carrying out any necessary maintenance 
on a cost plus 10% basis, such maintenance to include a 
minimum of four patrols per year. In this connection 
you will notice that the contract is made out for 66,000 
volt supply, being at the high tension side of the Wasa 
substation the point of delivery. 


Also, kindly note that it will be necessary for 
your Department to obtain permission from the Department 
of Transport for this use of their substation. 


Our ability to carry out this construction will 


depend on the delivery of material and on the prior require- 
ments of our normal maintenance program. 
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We have also to advise that at the present time 
this offer to supply must of necessity be on an if, as 
and when power is available basis. 


Should you decide to proceed with this ins tal- 
lation would you kindly forward two signed copies of the 
contract to this office, together with the necessary 


work authorization.

A report on the above project has been received 
from Mr. Mitchell under date of May 23rd, 1949, and we 
are advised that Mr. Snelson drove from Banff to this 
school on May 4th to inspect and adjust the hypo-chlorinator 
for correct operation. 


Mr, Snelson found that inadvertently steam had been 
turred through the water meter. This ruined the hard rubber 
measuring dise of the meter so the adjustment and regulation 
of the hypo-chlorinator will have to be postponed until a new 
dise has been received from the Hypo-chlorinator manufacturers, 


Mr. Snelson reports that all works in connection with 
this project have been completed satisfactorily, including 
drilling holes and placing 4" pipes through walls, installing 
injector feed to boiler and all piping in connection with the 
hypo-chlorinator. 


The Indian Agent and the school authorities should be 
cautioned with regard to the use of raw water from St. Joseph's 
Greek. Care is especially necessary with regard to the use 
of water from the two outside standpipes where raw water is used 
for irrigation. This water from St. Joseph's Creek is con- 


taminated.

Dear Mr Phalen : 


I am in receipt of two letters from you in the 
past week for which I wish to thank you very much. One infewming me of the 
cheque as advance paymeny on the Quarter, which I subsequently received , 
and the second regarding the Roneo Duplicator, It has not yet arrived 
but when it ddes I will write you as requested, I was very pleased to hear 
that it was coming . 


I am wondering if you can do anything to accelerate 
matters regarding our plectric power, We have it within forty feet of the 
building but seem to have run into a stalemate from there om . With it so 
close it seems a shame to pass another winter with the present unsatisfactory 
plant. 

Here are the details . In gune we were informed that 
an Order in Coulcil had granted ten thousand dollars for the construction 
of a power line from the East Kootenayg Power Co's substation to the 
Xesidential School, Following that we were asked by Commissioner Arneil to 
obtain two estimates by local f¢rms regarding the work to be done in the 
school building . After these had been sent to Ottawa a letter was received 
by our Superintendent , Mr J.S. Dunn, that an electrical engineer would be 
sent here from the Lands and Development Branch to inspect the school and 
pass on wht was needed, He was to arrive here in July . To date we have 
not seen him nor have we any information as to what office he was to come 
from. 

When the Bower Company got the building of the line 
under way , Supt. Dunn again wrote requesting that the engineer come so that 
this work could be completed before winter. When the line was completed two 
weeks ago I contacted Commissioner Arneil by telephone to enquire what was to 
be done about the school, He said he had just written Mr, Neary about it 
and would follow it up from there, However we are still waiting for the 
desired elecrtical engineer . While we are very pleased to see the line built 
and the power so close we are most anxious to get it attached to the school 
so that we can have its benefit for the winter months . 


If you can find out where the delay is and do anything 
to bring those responsible for it to see the inconvenience being caused 
we would be very grateful .

Dear Mr. Arneil: Re; Fire Pscapes on Above Building 


Further to our telephone conversation of this morning 
I would like to add a few lines to clarify my suggestions regarding 
fire escapes, 


Mr, J. McCormack of Blair Iron Works, Vancouver, arrived 
here yesterday bearing blue-prints of the school with 
instructions to take measurements for new fire-escapes. On 
looking at the plans I found certain things which I did not 
think quite advisable and so with all due respect to the engineer 
who drew them up I would offer these suggestions. 


1. Re: The Rear Zlevation. As you will see by the plans two 
escapes come from the third floor to a common landing and thence 
to the gpound. This means that girls in one dormitory can go down 
the fire escape to the landing and up to the boys dormitory and 
vice versa. As this would be on the back of the building away 
from the Prefects it would be a very convenient passage, While 

at present we are free of any such trouble we don't want to set up 
an arrangeuent which would be so convenient. It may be suggested 
that an electric bell with a switch in the jam of the door leading 
into the fire escapes, which would operate when the door is 
opened, would remedy any possible danger. Anyone who has attended 
boarding school and who wanted to go out to a show knows thet a 
pen knife inserted in the dorr-jam will silence the bell. Moreover 
the arrangement as suggested on the plan calls for the removal 

of a balcony from the rear of the school to be replaced by the 
fire escape landing. Whoever drew up the plan probably thinks 
this balcony is useless but to us it has its importance. It 
adjoins the Sister's living room and as we have screened in this 
balcony it is a very convenient place for the Sisters. The Sisters 
use it and would be very sorry to lose it. It would be pepleced 
by a landing it is tru but this landing would have no roof over 

it and could not be screened in so would be unsatisfactory for 

any other purpose except escaping from fire. 


For these reasons I find the plan as outlined by Mr. 
McCormack quite unsatisfactory. I have suggested to him how the 
job can be done and the protection made adequate without removing 
the balcony or giving a free passage from one dormitory to the 
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other. When this building was constructed individual fire 
escapes were on the back of this building but subsequently 
they were removed to the ends. We have followed quite closely 
the original course which these took. 


11) The End Elevation. Four windows are shown on the 
end elevation, The two nearer the centre of the building have 
been chosen as exits for the fire escapés. I would suggest using 
the two nearer the corners. From the outside it looks as though 
either are feasible however on the inside there is a difference. 
The two windows nearer the centre have a heating coil more than 
half way across them. For the present sash which raise up and 
down this is satisfactory but the new plan calls for windows 
Opening in and these heating coils rise four inches above the 
bottom of the sash. Therefore in order to operate windows opening 
in these heating colls rksmxfumrxkagkex will have to be removed, 
This entails changing the feed lines which come from the basement. 
Moreover the heating coils are properly placed where they now 
are and it will be difficult to find another place where they 
will be suitable. The expense of moving them would be considerable. 
Whereas if the windows nearer the corners of the building be used 
as exits there are no obstructions in front of them. By using 
them a more gentle slope would be maintained on the fire escape 
stairs as the distance from these windows to the centre platform 
as outlined in the drawing is greater, Yor these reasons I would 
suggest ousing the windows nearest the corners of the buildim. 
This applies to both the south and the north elevation, The 
heating arrangements are similar on both ends, 


This letter may sound like the obstructionists point of 
view, however it is not meant in that light. An installation 
of this kind which is to be a permanent arrangement should 1 
think call for considerable thought and planning. I trust that 
the above suggestions will be considered and the best possible 
arrangement from every point of view worked out.

I am enclosing confirmation of my Army Signals message 
of today’s date requesting that the submission to Couneil for 
acceptance of Blair Lron Works’ tender for installation of fire 
escapes, Kootenay Residential School, be withheld. 


The attached letter dated March 24th from the Reverend 
Principal of the school indicates why this action was requested. 
You will note that he objects to the installation of the 
structures as shown on the plan on the rear elevation of the 
building for two reasons: 


(1) The common fire escape landing from the girls’ 
and boys’ dormitories permits of access from one 
dormitory to another so readily that there is bound 
to be difficulty with the boys entering the girls’ 
dormitory and vice versa.

Interpretation of Terms 


2. In this contract the following words shall, unless the

tGontractor' or other words relative thereto, or of like import, 
shall mean and include the party or parties of the first part as 
in the Agreement designated or described, jointly and severally, 
and their and each of their executors, administrators, successors 
or assigns. 


'His Majesty', or other words relative thereto, or of like import, 
shall mean and include the reigning Sovereign or the successors or 
assigns of the Sovereign. 


'Minister', or other words relative thereto, or of like import, 
shall mean and include the person holding the position or acting 
in the capacity of the Minister of Citizenship and Immigration 

for the time being, and shall include the person holding the posi- 
tion or acting in the capacity of the Deputy Minister of Citizen- 
ship and Immigration, for the time being. 


'Chief', or other words relative thereto, or of like imoort shall 
mean and include the person holding the position or acting in the 
ecavacity of the Chief Engineer of the Indian Affairs Branch, De- 
partment of Citizenship and Immigration. 


'Engineer', or other words relative thereto, or of like import shall 
mean and include the architect or engineer or any person having imme- 
diate charge of the work, and acting under the authority of the Chief. 


'Department', or other words relative thereto, or of like import, 
shall mean that portion of the Department of Citizenship and Im- 
migration of Canada, which the Chief is authorized to represent in 
the execution of the work. 


Work! or 'Works', or other words relative thereto, or of like import, 
shall mean the whole of the work and materials, matter and things re- 
quired to be done, furnished and performed by the Contractor, as above 
described, under this contract. 


Bonds of Contract 


Se All the covenants and agreements in this contract binding 
on, and all the provisions in this contract inuring to the benefit ft 
the Contractor shall, respectively, be binding on and inure to the 
benefit of the executors, administrators, successors and assigns of 
the Contractors, and all the covenants and agreements in this contract 
binding upon, and all the provisions in this contract inuring to the 
benefit of His Majesty, shall, respectively, be binding upon and inure 
to the benefit of the successors and assigns of His Majesty. 
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Final Approval of Instructions 


4. This contract is made and entered into on the distinct 
understanding that all instructions, directions or certificates given, 
or decisions made by any one acting under the authority of the Chief, 
shall be subject to his approval and may be cancelled, altered, modi- 
fied and changed as he may see fit: 


PROVIDED always that any act on the part of the Chief in 
connection with and in virtue of the present contract, and any instruc- 
tions, directions or certificates given, or decisions made by him, or 
by any one ecting for him, shall be subject to the approval of, or 
modification or cancellation by the Minister. 


Assignments 


5. The Contractor shall not assign or sublet this contract

Construction of Contract 

7. The several parts of this contract and the specifications 
and plans shall be taken together to explain each other and to make 
the whole consistent; and if it is found that anything has been omitted 
or mis-stated which is necessary for the proper performance or com~ 
pletion of any part of the work the Contractor shall, at his own exX- 
pense, execute the same as though it had been inserted and properly 
described, and the correction of any such omission or error shall not 
be deemed to be an addition to or deviation from the works hereby con- 
tracted for. 
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Changes in Work 


8. The Engineer may, in writing, at any time befere the final 
acceptance ef the works, order any additional work, er materials er 
things to be done or provided, or the whole or any portien of the 
werks te be dispensed with, or any changes to be made which he may 
deem expedient in, or in respect éf the works hereby contracted for, 
or the‘plans, dimensions, character, quantity, quality, description, 
lecation or position of the works, or any portion or partions thereof, 
or in any materials or things cennected therewith, or used or intended 
to be used therein, whether or not the effect of such orders is to

Engineer sole judge of work and material 


19. The Engineer shall be the sole judge »f the work and 
material, in respect »f both quality and quantity, and his decision 
on all questions in dispute with regard thereto, or as to the mean- 
ing or intention of this contract and as to the menning or inter- 
pretation of the plans, drawings and specification shall be final, 
and no.work under this contract shall be deemed to have been 
performed, nor materials or things provided, so as to entitle the 
Contrector to payment therefor unless and until the Engineer is 
setisfied therewith, as evidenced by his certificate in writin, 
which certificate shall be » condition precedent to the right of 
the Contrnctor to be paid therefor.

Defictive work or material 


21. Should the Contractor use or employ, or intend to use or 
employ, any material, plant, tools, equipment, articles or things 
which, in the opinion of the Engineer are not in accordance with 
the provisions of this contract or are in any way unsuitable for 
the works, or any part thereof, or should the Enginecr consider 
that any work is for any reeson, improperly, defectively or in-

at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected. 

(5) The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of any money which renee. 
would otherwise be payable under the terms of the contract in respect of work tabour ete. 
and labour performed in the execution of the contract unless and until he shall 
have filed with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a statement 
attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates of wages and hours 
of labour of the various classes of workmen employed in the execution of the 
contract; (2) whether any wages in respect of the said work and labour remain 
in arrears; and (3) that all the labour conditions of the contract have been duly 
complied with; nor in the event of notice from the Minister of Labour of claims 
for wages, until the same are adjusted. The Contractor shall also from time to 
time furnish the Minister such further detailed information and evidence as the 
Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him that the conditions herein 
contained to secure the payment of fair wages have been complied with, and that 
the workmen so employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full. 

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Power to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a claim Jose or 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the payment by 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys °'™tr 
at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract and the amounts 80 
paid shall be deemed payments to the Contractor. 

(7) These conditions shall extend and apply to moneys payable for the use 
or hire of horses or teams, and the persons entitled to payments for the use or 
hire of horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of moneys so owing 
them as if such moneys were payable to them in respect of wages. 

(8) With a view to the avoidance of any abuses-which might arise from Subletting, 
the subletting of contracts it shall be understood that subletting, other than “ 
such as may be customary in the trades concerned, is prohibited unless the 
approval of the Minister is obtained; subcontractore shall be bound in all cases 
to conform to the conditions of the main contract, and the main contractor 
shall be held responsible for strict adherence to all contract conditions on the 
part of subcontractor; the contract shall not, nor shall any portion thereof be 
transferred without the written permission of the Minister; no portion of the 
work to be performed shall be done at the homes of the workmen. 

(9) All workmen employed upon the work comprehended in and to be Workmen to 
executed pursuant to the said contract shail be residents of Canada, unless the >? asiden'* 
Minister is of opinion that Canadian labour is not available or that other special 
circumstances exist which render it coritrary to the public interest to enforce 
this provision.

— _Re: Fire Escapes - Kootenay Residential School 


Considerable difficulty has been encountered in connection 
with the above installation, due to the fact that the plans and 
specifications called for the installation of casement windows 
opening inward to give access to the fire escape platforms. Apart 
from the fact that the inward opening of the casements is contrary to 
fire regulations, their installation in this manner wes not possible 
without extensive changes to the heating system for the reason that 
the radiators placed in front of the windows projected above the 
bottom of the proposed casements effectively preventing them from 
opening. 


Father Kelly communicated with us by telephone and explained 
this difficulty in some detail and, as the contractors, Blair Iron 
Works, were on the job and completion of the work could not be 
delayed, we authorized completion of the installation less the in- 
stellation of the casement windows. Father Kelly has since written 
us in connection with the matter nd a copy of his letter of June 16th 
is enclosed for your information. You will note in the second paragraph 
of page two of his letter he suggests two solutions to the difficulty. 
This office favours the installation of doors as proposed by Father 
Kelly and, if it is considered necessary, we will have one of our 
engineers visit the school and report with regard to the work involved 
and the expense. 


In the meantime, Blair Iron Works have submitted their final 
progress payment, which covers the full amount of the contract less 
a credit of $67.00 for the casement sash, which were not installed. 
Work additional to the contract, involving the installation of an extra 
stair from the boiler house roof to the ground, was performed, however, 
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and they have billed us with $78.40. A voucher covering this 
additional work is enclosed, together with their progress payment 


in the amount of $2,256.52.

Dear Mr. Arneil: 


It always delights the heart of a Principal to see new 
installations and improvements around the school. This is par- 
ticularly true when these tend to 9 greater measure of safety for the 
children under his eare. I was very pleased when informed that new 
fire escapes were to be installed here to insure a speedy and safe 
exit from the building in the event of a fire. However, I didn't 
expect to find an obstacle included in the plans which would render 
the exit unnecessarily difficult. I refer to the plan calling for 
two windows (or doors as they may be called) hinged at the sides, 
closing in the centre, and opening in. These are prescribed for the 
six main exits from the dormitories.

When I saw the plans calling for this installation I contacted 
our Agency Superintendent, Mr. Dunn, who came down here and we dis- 
cussed the matter together. We suggested leaving the present casements 
as is and hinging the windows to open out. Our reasons were: the 
facility of exit when they open out; and to avoid removel of the heatting 
radiators which rise four inches above the window sill and at present 
would obstruct vindéws designed to open in. This second reason was 
evidently not considered by the engineer who drew up the plans and 
it is quite a serious matter. Not only will it involve a considerable 
expense, (each radiator is ten feet long and eight inches wide and 
there are four of them), but also the pipe lines leading to them 
from the mains in the basement will have to be relocated. This will 
involve cutting through floors and ceilings from the basement to the 
second floor, 


This morning I was again speaking to Mr. Dunn and he said 
he hed a reply from you to the effect that the work should proceed 
according to the plans given to the Blair Iron Works. The reason 

for this is, as I understand it, that if they opened out they would 
obstruct the landing. Auite true if they are hinged on the outer 

edge of the casement but the casements are 19" in width and the 

windows Suggested are 224" in width and if they are hinged on the inner 


edge of the casement they will only protrude 34", The landing 
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platform which is being installed is 3' 3" in width so there would 
be no obstruction on it. To my mind they present a much more serious 
hazard opening in than they would by protruding 34" beyond the edge 
of the building. As I understand it when and if a fire occurs the 
responsibility of evacuating the children falls upon the Principal 
and his staff. I think it is unfair to expect anyone to guarantee 
the evacuation of children when the exit windows open in. Even if 

a special permission is granted from the proper suthorities for this 
type of construction it doesn't alter the fact that the actual 
responsibility at the time of the fire, should such occur, falls 

on those in immediate charge. Why should plans call fér making an 
exit difficult when it is possible and quite reasonable to make 

it convenient? 


I would like to suggest one of two things. Firstly, if we 
are bound to follow the plans submitted,,then hinge the wiridows on 
the inner edge of the present casement. Or, secondly, and I feel 
this is the answer, hinge one door 7s shown in the attached sketch, to 
open out. This door to be provided with ® panel window as shown. It 
will hinge on one side of the casement, the side farthest from the 
stairs descending, and when opened will swing back to the railing 
on the back of the landing platform entirely clear of the stairs. 
When closed it will have a catch on the opposite side of the case- 
ment and if recommended can be eqtipped with » fire-bar. This 
ins lation is very simple. The present casements can be left 

\undisturbed. Only the doors of the size required ecuipped with a 
) glass yanel as shown need to be provided.

Moreover, it should be remembered thet these exits are being 
put ir places where formerly there were windows equipped with double 


windows for the winter months. If the suggested windows as called 
for on the plans given to Blair Iron Works are installed they re 
ninety-five per cent glass and will give considerable exposure. In 
the colder months they will be a mass of frest. Some provision will 
then have to be made for doubling them. This will entail a new 
problem which the use of a door will eliminate. The dormitories 

at present during the winter months are not too warm and this added 
exposure of single windows as suggested by the plens will sugment 
the heating problem. This trouble can be ebviated very easily if 
doors are used with a panel window of reasonable size the exposure 
of which would be negligible. 


T know thst 911 this is hard to follow and visuslize from 
a letter. I am going to Penticton on June 23rd with the children 
who are returning home for the summer vacation and I would be pleased 
to continue on to Vancouver and explain the matter in person if you 
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so ¢dvise. I feel suite sure that if you could visit here and see 
the actual set-up you would agree that an alteration in the plans 
as given to Blair Iron Works is quite reasonable.

In previous correspondence regarding repairs and the 
purchase of equipment for Kootenay Indian Residential 
School, I referred to the need for repairs to the boilers. 
You will note from Mr. Dunn's letter of August lst and 
enclosures attached that Boiler No. 1870 requires certain 
repairs which the Cranbrook Foundry & Machine Shop is pre- 
pared to carry out for the sum of $350, plus sales tax 
on materials. We are aware that the Department has been 
called upon to make substantial expenditures on this School 
during the past two or three years, and that a large ex- 
penditure for rewiring the building is contemplated this 
year, in addition to the work already carried out for the 
fire escapes. If funds can be made available, I would 
recommend that the Department meet the cost of repairs to 
the boiler, but if not, the repairs should be carried out 
immediately at the expense of the School.

The valueeof this extension has ween very evident in 
former years due to the improvement in the health of the children, 
and also the cducational advantage,as the children return to school 
all together in September satisfied and willingly. 

The climate of the Kootenay district is very hot during the 
summer months and favors the outdoor camp life enjoyed by the Indians 
during this season.

Further to my report for the month of 
September + beg to advise that there were six 
desertions from the Kootenay Indian Residential 
Sehool during the month.On or about the 20th 
instant four young girls of the Tobacco Flains 
Reserve left the School some time during the 
night and returned to their homes on the reserve 
two days later - distante of sixty-five miles. 

I am told that the girls were picked up by some 
friends the second day of their journey and taken 
to their homes, where, in the company of Constable 
Ingles of the R.C.M.P. T° called and brought them 
back to the school. 


A week later two other girls of about 
fourteen years of age feft the school very early 
in the morning and started for their homes on the 
Shuswap Reserve, almost a hundred miles away and 
were intercepted two days later by Mr. Sinclair, 
who i8 Game Warden at Canal Flats and kept at 
his home until the Principal of the school, Rev. 
Father Murphy, O-M.I., was able to call for them 
and bring them back. Canal Flats is between 55 
and 60 miles from the schoole 


I am at a loss to know why there should 
have been so many desertions in so short a time 
as the Sisters in charge appear to be very capable 
teachers and very considerate.

I beg to enclose herewith a letter received 
from the Reverend Principal of the Kootenay Indian 
Residential School which explains itself. 


Due to an epidemic of Measles on St. Mary's 

Reserve during the end of August and early September, 
the School was closed by direction of the Medical 
Officer for St. Mary's pupils until October lst. 
Despite this precaution, however, as stated by Reverend 
Principal Collins an epidemic of Measles broke out in 

| October when the St. Mary's children returned to school. 
It is, therefore, true that every known precaution was 
employed to spare the pupils the risk of coming down 
with the disease and to keep the Bisse out of the 
school. When all efforts failed and 48 were taken down 
with Measles one cannot speak too highly of the untiring 
efforts of the Principal and staff.to nurse the children 

| back to health and strength and their splendid success 

} in dealing with the pneumonia cases. 


If, under such unforeseen and trying cigcumstances, 
the Department can see its way to meet tne wishes of the 
Principal with respect to some sort of financial adjust- 
ment for September, such action is possibly necessary to 
enable the School to continue the#r wholesome and health- 
ful standard of living conditions for the pupils which 
ha@ been so appreciated by each and all who have visited 
the school during the last 2 years.

Dear Mr. Irwin: 


I should like you to give your usual careful attention 
to this letter, and would ask you to place it before the proper 
authorities. 


As you are well aware, the Measles epidemic closed our 
school for a considerable length of time, and in consequence, we 
received no grant for that period. It has been a very serious loss 
to this institution, for although we did not have the usual high food 
bill, yet the many other overhead expenses were just the same. 


During the month of September, the salaries of the 
entire staff had to be paid, as well as their board. The usuad 
overhead was present in fuel, light, water, etc. The clothing item 
was no smaller. 


From past experience, it has been found that it yeqesres 
the full quota of children to make ends meet. From 1929 until 1935 

the Principal was unable to draw any salary; and during that time, 

and even at present, practically the entire produce of the Oblate 
Fathers' farm went for school upkeep without any remuneration to the 
Oblate Fathers. 


The school was closed through no fault of ours; but in 
spite of the quarantine, the epidemic of measles broke out when the 
children returned. Some thirty eight of the children went down with 
it and although several severe cases of Pneumonia resulted, we were 
very fortunate in having no deaths. 


As the medical advisor of the Department authorized 
the 
closing of the school, would not the Department look on the closing 
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as an extension of the Summer holidays and give us the grant as for 
July and August. 


Owing to the quarantine, our average attendance of 
pupils for the September quarter was but fifty five, (55). Had 
there been no epidemic, our average attendance would have been 
seventy three, (73). We received grant for fifty five only. 


I feel that I have a very strong case, and I trust 
that the Department will see their way to making a financial adjustment

Dear Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 4th 
instant enclosing letter received from the Principal 
of the Kootenay residential school with reference to 
the loss of grant occasioned the school as a result 
of an outbreak of measles on certain reserves which 
prevented the pupils from these reserves returning 
to the Kootenay school when the school re-opened 
after the holidays. The Principal's request has 
been given very careful consideration but present 
regulations do not permit our paying grant when 
pupils are absent from a residential school for any 
reason. The only exception is in the case of the 
two months’ holiday leave for which grant is allowed. 


I note that in spite of the fact that the 
children were kept out of school for some weeks 
measles broke out in the school following their 
return. This emphesizes the statement made by our 
Medical Superintendent in the third paragraph of his 
letter to you dated August 30 last. As the pupils 
were not allowed to return to the school on the first 
of September it is apparent that there were no results 
from the meeting attended by Dr. Green, the Principal 
and yourself. However, as pointed out above while 
the Department sympathizes with the Principal in the 
financial loss that he has suffered there is nothing 
can be done about the matter at the present time.

Dear Sir: \ 
In his letter of April I6th(1I55-0-I0),Mr Philip Phelan,Chief, 
Training Division,asked us to discuss my contention that $90.00 a year 
(and not per month as the copy of the letter states)is not sufficient 

to pay for the ile' transportation.I presume that,as in other schools 
this amount is of what was formerly granted. 

“e are agreed that the parents should pay at least transporta- 
tion costs,at least as a rule,especially as the Yepartment and the 
School authorities not only sh education free of charge but also 
clothe and feed the pupils.This was done during and before my time in 
the Cariboo School and I have sincerely tried to introduce this both in 
the Christie School and here.I have succeeded only in creating serious 
ill-feeling on the of the Creston and some other Indians towards 
the School and the “epartment.For reasons to be given later,i have not 
even suggested that e Okanagans for their children's transporta- 
tion.My experience is that it is neither advisable nor economical to 
try to force certain Indians to do their duty in this matter. 

Let us take each reserve starting with the Koote ° 

St Mary's reserve is acent to the School.Naturally, these 
people need no assistance from the Department. 

Windemere reserve(Columbia Lake).With the exception of a few 
poor people,the parents br their children to school and take them 
home.the one excgption,last September, was Mre Martin Sam who receives 
a soldier's wife s allowance and could easily pay-She and her children 
traveled a great deal and she finally sent her son by bus CeOeD. to 
Penticton from Yernon.We could not leave him skue stranded there and,so, 
Father Murray brought him with the es Okanagan children.I need not say 
that it was useless to try to collect from hera.! expect the same of 
her next year as she is still traveling and,I am told,carrying on while 
her husband is overseas, 

Shuswap reserve-about 90 miles away. These people appear to ex- 
pect us to bring their children to sehool.Some are poor ami cannot visit 
their children during the year but I think that,if you take action, some 
at least could bring their children. 

Tobacco Plains-about 65 miles away.In general, these people come 
for their children ana bring them back but action should be taken agai 
those who use as an excuse their having to bring their children to 
school in order to keep them and out of school. 

Creston-(Lower Sootenay)-about 65 miles distant. You will,T 
think agree,that these people, lazy,shiftless,apparently sitting around 
and doing nothing but waiting for their rental to be paid,are just about 
hopeless. there was very bitter feeling when I tried to insist that they 
come for their children last /une.They did not come.While I do not like 
to give in te them,I do not see how we can get the children home or 
oring them back ess we do it ourselves.Their children do not seem to 
be taken care of at home during the holidays and,were it not for reasons 
given below,I would suggest that some be kept here during the holidays. 
They are taken to the orgy at Toppenish where there is drinking, immor- 
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ality and disease. Iwo of our pupils(one has not returned but recentl 
asked to return to school),girle of +4 or I5,contracted gonorrhea eine 
the last holidays.Other women are Said to be in the same case.iIn spite of 
this,the parents would much poecey to keep their children out of school 
and on the reserve. They consider that they are doing us a f 
ing us to take the children and,as a part payment for this,o 
me that the least we could do would be to pay the parents' fare from Cres. 
ton whenever they wished to see their children here.You know the attitude, 
The best thing to do would be te use measures that would put sense into 
the Crestén indians' heads but what can be done? Leave the children at 
Creston where they will be undernourished and exposed to immorality and: 
disease?! understand that they have a new Chief. Go not know him. “hen 
you see him,could you explain-matters to him in such a way as to make him 
see things as they really are? : 
The Okanagans.While there are some rather tough customers amongst 
these people,I think that they are much more sensible,advanced and well 
off than the Kootenays.However,I am very much in favour of not asking ’ 
them to for their children’s transportation even if they could do itt, 
In the ret place,we need these children both to get our pupllage,without 
which the school could not be financed,and also to raise the level of the 
school, {[t would be impossible to get them if we insisted that the parents 
pay $17.00 per child(and there are two to four of school age in these 
familes) for the return fare exclusive of incidentals and at “ndian rate. 
-For children under twelve,the expense is half the above. This amount in- 
cludes only the fare from Penticton and not from Inkameep, Westbank, Vernon, 
etc to Penticton. Another factor is the attractions and the proximity of 
the Kamloops school to which many Okanagans have gone and goeWith its 
very large pupllage and consequent comparatively smaller overhead, this 
very efficient school can offer attractions which we cannot.“ut the main 
thing is ite proximity to the Okanagan.Were I to state that “emloops is 
ten or twenty times nearer than we sre,a map would be brought out to show 
that,apparently,! was exaggerating. In reality,I am not.We have to conside:: 
the roads,the mountains,the ferries,the distance and the cost.hat I mean 
will be understood that, perhaps,if } State that more than enn | times th 
parents visit Kamloops an they do this School.Why?When seve parents 
from ‘ernon wish to see their children(arid these Indians do want to see 
their children in school especially as rumors come of the children's be- 
ing i11,dead,maltreated,ete),to cut down expenses,several get into an au~- 
temebile and drive-there,over good roads,in less thanthree hours.[t takes 
an hour or two more from other reserves. When they get to “amloops, they ca 
get hospitality from the Shuswap Indians whom they know(probably as for- 
mer schoolmates or as relatives) and spend little money.If parents wish t 
come here,each one has to get to Penticton and each has to pay about 
$17.00 for railway fare alone at Indian rate.Then,there is food Zor the 
journey and no hospitality from or friends anong @ Kootenay Indians. The 
best proof of this is that,since my coming here,only one Okanagan has 
come to visit her child. There is another point. Be 60 close to the Ok: - 
nagen,the Kamloops School sends a bus or truck and picks up the children 
or puts them off at their houses and not at the Penticton station as we 
«It would not be practical or,I understand,lawful for us to send a tru - 
to the Okanagan as the trip would take a couple of days at least and the 
children would have to or somewhere at night.iven if no one else did, 
the parents would rightly object to this.It is bad enough when they come 
by train as they leave Penticton at 7.a.m. and arrive here about 25 hour 
later.

- as comapred with the cost of taking them to Penticton and then pay 
the railway fare to Cranbrook. 

(There is no friction between the Schools or the Principals.In fact 
unable to accept all applications for admission,the Principal at Samloops 
would willingly let all Okanagans come here and he would have done s0,1la 
September,had he not been wro ly assured that we were filled up and ‘\ 
could not accept the Oxanagene) he 

Even if we paid the transportation costs and Kamloops Aid not, it 
would be to the advantage of the Okanagan parents to send their children 
to Kamlopps as they could easily visit them whenever they so wanted and 
as Xamloops can afford more attractions than can we,.Howeverysin order to 
be able to finance this School,we ueed the Okanagan and we shal] need 
them especially as there have been about 25 deathe out of about 400 ‘ 
Kootenay Indians during the yeer end last March and as more than 20 
young men have joined the from this Agency.The number of deaths and 
the number of births during the last year tell their story.\e need the 
Okanagans and we shall not get them if we try to make them pay their 
pn fare,With a recuced pupilage of 85,this school cannot pay thie 
amount. 

Ts the grant of $90.00 sufficient or fair? Exclusive of all other 
costs,1 paid the C.P.R. $28.40,last June, for the transportation of the 
Okanagan children alone.In September,it cost me $81.15 plus $20.00 to 
bring back those who came at that time.Later,five others came from the 
Okanagan at an additional cost.e-In the above expenses is included about 


$17.00 for the transportation of an escort at energy vate.An escort is 


necessary not only because they chéldren spend 25 hours en route from 
Penticton or because there are young children but also because the train 
waits over in Nelson from about 7 in the evening unti} I or 2 in the 
morning.Although it takes only from about 4.30 asm. until 10.15 at night 
to get back to Penticton,it is advisable to send an escort with so many 
young children. 
I think that we could manhsge if the fares of the Okanagan 
children were paid but would appreciate an extra $20.00 to cover other 
cases such as those of poor families. 

By the way,no word has come 80 far from Ottawa about the 
$20.00 per month salary grant for the nurse who attends to Indians on the 
Keserves.This has not veen paid since April Tat, 194l,over a year ago.! 
sent her report in faithfully every month.

Dear Sir: 

In the letter I wrote earlier in the day L forgot the follow- 
ing. It was suggested in the copy of the letter {on you passed on to' 
me that we might keep those pupils here whose mts did not take - 
them home for the holidays.I do not like the idea.First,it is punishing 
the children for the faults of their parents.Secondly it would make us 
jose all the ground we have gained in dispelling the i this ts 
tot a jail or a detention home to which children MUST a place 
where they have the opportunity of their status in life. The 
third reason is the strongest.! believe that,quite naturally,the child-~ 
ren kept here would run away and this idea of running away would occur 
to them and to others during the school aay be have had no runaways: 
for some years now and,I hope,the idea has 4d ed.Knowing what I do of 
what happened here,at Mission,at Lejaca(where runaways froze to death), 
I cannot agree to the suggestion that we punish the children,whose pa- 


rents do not come for them,by keeping them during the holidays.Attempts 
have been made,in the past, dissatisfied Indians to burn down this 
Sehool.eThat ig another idea I do not wish to revive.Fourthly, if we kept 
the children here as a punishment,we should have even greater difficulty 
than we now have to get them back on time or at all in September. Unless 
I am mistaken,the Agent is ex officio a truant officer.His expenses and 
the eo of the Police and the School would far exceed the original 


cost of transportation if we kept children here as a punishment .The 
same thing holds true in the case of the Creston lot. and,for other rea- 
sons,of the Okanagans if we insist on them ng transportation costs. 
As facts prove,in both cases,the parents gimply will not return their 
children. They will keep them at home without schooling and we shall 
find it as hard or harder than we did this year to get even our re- 
duced pupilage.There are,as you are aware, perhaps twenty ehildren at 
home who should be here in school now. 
What specific amount would I suggest as a grant? It is Srppees 
-le to set a fixed amount as the expenses vary with the number of Okana 
an pupils and it is impossible to know exactly hew many will be returr 
fe fer each new term because some stay nome without a real reason. Thi 
year, three sisters were kept by a vehative(whose drinking and other al- 
leged habits made her an unfit guardian) so that she might get_an alloy 
ance for their keep because their father 4a in the army if,as 1 beliew 
the story given me is true.Three brothers stayed at home (where I am 
told they do not attend school)because they wished to do se and,in ord 
to stay at home,they told their father that one of our employees,no lo 
ger here,was “mean".In so far as I could find out, this was not true.-I 
is hard to say how many will return as the parents seem to have a free 
hand in sending them to school or keeping them at school.The average 
cost, however,is about $200.00 for the Okanagan.

The local missionary au. some of the Tobacco Plains Indians 
have asked that we admit to this school a girl of about $ who is runni 
around the reserve and is not in school because of what I think is,in 
the case, a mere technichality.For the following reasons,I would sug= 
gest that,while this case be nof considered a precedeht,the girl be ad- 


mitted. ae. 

She is the daughter of Bete Pierre and his wife.The father, an 
American Indian I believe,resided on the Tobacco Plains reserve for 
several years but,on account of bad conduct was not only not admitted 
to the band but was —- from the reserve several years ago.While 
he has made short and infrequent visits to the reserve,I think that it 
can be said that he has abandoned his wife and family and that he in 
no way contributes to their support.The family is ve poor and is sup- 
ported by the mother’s work and the charity of a few Indians.The mother 
is a Tobacco Plains Indian whose parents,as well as she and the young 
children,reside on the reserve.I might add that,several years ago,Father 
Patterson,then Principal here,went to the question very thoro y 
and found that the mother was in no way to blame for the breaking up of 
the marriage.Two or three of the older children were admitted to this .

While, technically,the mother,and,through her,the children,have 4 
lost their rights as Canadian Indians,they have been abandoned by the 
father and have no choice but to live on a Canadian reserve.The Depart- 
ment might be able to Have the American authorities force the father to 
support the family and see that the young children receive an education. 
It seems to me that it would be far simpler to judge the case on its 
merits,reliéve the mother of a burden and educate the children who 
through the father's action,are practically abandoned children.I think 
that,including the girl mentioned,thete is only one other child who may 
later widh to come here.The others are over school age.

Mr. Indian Agent Irwin has likely 
submitted the case of Teresa Pierre to you. Technically, 
this girl is not a Canadian Indian because her Canadian 
mother married an A merican Indian. He abandoned his 
family who have always lived in Canada (Tobacco Plains 
Reserve) The mother works hard and one or two Indians 
help her a little to'feed and clothe her children but 
she is poor. Technicallt, she may have no rights but 
to all practical purposes she is a Canadian Indian. 


And what can be done in this case? Mr. 
Irwin would quite naturally refuse to consider it on 
account of the very definite rulings of the Department. 
He has no right to disobey the Department. Has the 
Department the right to stretch a point? Two sisters 
were admitted to this school several years ago and they 
are still here. In the meantime, their Indian parents 
appear to have left the Tobacco Plains Reserve and have, 
I believe, thereby forfeited their Indian rights. They 
have sent me two younger children, who are now here and 
whom they do not wish to have separated from the other two 
who were admitted some years ago. Those admitted by the 
Department are Edna and Margaret Auld. The other two, 
whose names do not appear on the returns, are Rose and 
Lillian Auld. They are Canadian Indians but technically 
they are not. While I would like to have Teresa Pierre 
and the two Aulds admitted to the school by the Depart- 
ment, I do not wish to exaggerate - although they would 
find it difficult, I think that the Aulds could feed and 
clothe their children. I do not think that Teresa Pierrets 
mother could look after her daughter as she should. The 
little girl was thin when she came here and I think that 
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it will be found that she will soon be a T. B. case unless 
we look after her. I would very strongly recommend 
that Teresa be admitted. There are good reasons for 


keeping the Aulds but the case is not so urgent.

On the occasion 
of my recent visit the Dormitories, Preventorium, Class 
rooms, dining room, kitchen, pantry etc. were all spot- 
lessly clean and the excellent spreads on the D&aning 
room tables was proof conclusive that the ohildren are 
not being stinted for food, on the contrary they are 
being well supplied with the necessary varieties of 
healful, nourishing and appetizing things to eat. 


The three runeaway girls mentioned in my last ree 
port have since returned to school. They were picked 
up at MoLeod, Alta. by a R.C.M. Police, and escorted 
back to Cranbrook by a priest. 


The three young boys who were mentioned in my last 
report as having run away fmm school tried it again 


this month. The weather, weecrery was uncomfortably

school of his own accord Before completing his first 
night out.

With reference to Marietta Stanley, I 
note your statement that this girl is subnormal. 
we have just received a letter from the Prine! pal 
with reference to thie girl and he does not make 
any mention of her condition being such as you 
desoribe. The Prineipal states that there is an 
imbecile girl in the family, but he does not 
intimate that Marietta is the one. As 4 matter of 
face we inferred from the Principal's ietter that 
Marietta is in good health and this appears to be 
borne out by the Medical Officer's report. The 
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only possible exception, as far as we know from the 
principal, is that the girl is only five years of 
age and, in view of the special circumstances of 
this family, we feel that an exception ahould be 
made in her case and she should be accepted as a 
pupil, even though she is under age. 


The case of Gabina David is considerably 
aifferent. The information from both yourself and the 
prineipal indieates that thie girl's father is an 
american Indian. Her mother presumably was a Canadian 
Indien, but died two years ago. when all ie said and 
done the ba pong S| for the maintenance of this 
girl rests with the father and as he is an american 
Indian he should be able to make arrangements for the 
education of his daughter. At the moment I cannot 
see how we would be justified in accepti her as a 
grant-earning pupil in the Kootenay Sehool. There 
is some reference to the fact that the girl has been 


living with a relative, Louis Ernest of the Lower 
Kootenay Band. You might let me know the year in 
whieh krnest first assumed responsibility for her 
maintenance. Has the girl lived with frnest since 
that time and has the father contributed any amount 
toward her maintenance? 


I understand thet Kva Aleo, who is a 
pupil of the school and is now fifteen yeare of age, 
will reach the age of sixteen in December. It has 
always been our practice to retain such pupile in 
the school until the following June 50. Consequently 
¥va Alec should remain in the Kootenay Sehool until 
Tune 3O, 1945.

As you have 
previously been advised, there is a special 
grant of $15 per pupil for the current calendar 
year. We have already paid you the amount due 
at this rate for the March and June quarters and 
we are including the payment for the September 
quarter with your September cheque. The nt 
for the December quarter will be handled in the 
same manner.

Please find enclosed corrected original copy of our quarterly 
report for the Oct. --Dec. quarter of 1945. I appreciate the direction 
you gave me whem returning the report for correction and completion as 
it aided me greatly in making the report according to the desired method, 
As you know I have not been familiar with the compiling of these reports 
and there were certain points over which I was puzzled but your letter and 
the copy of the circular have cleared them up « I hope you find the en- 
closed in order but if there are still corrections to be made I will gladly 
accept its return and any further suggested adjustments. 


Your letter mentioned that with each quarterly return there 
should be a copy of Form IA 4II . I mentioned this to our Agent but 
he said that as far as he understood that form only had to be sent when 
there was an admission or dismissal during the quarter reported . Bince 
we have not had either ddmissions or dismissals during this quater I am 
at a loss to know what should be entered . You will notice on the returns 
certain pupils who as far as I know are reported as attending day school 
in the Okanagan Agency and others of our own Agency who have failed to 
return . Since neither have been officially discharged by the Dept. I am 
still retaining their names on the quareerly sheets. At your convenience I 
would be pleased to have the matter of Form IA4IT cléred up so that in 
future I will know precisely what to enter thereon - 


No doubt you will recall my report of Sept. last on some of the 
difficulties with which we were confronted here . Since them we have had 
some very trying times with our light , heat,and water equipment WE have 
had a series of breakdowns and at one time we were for three days without. 
light , heat , or water. That,in this climate, and with several children in 
bed with Measles at the time , is no small matter. I would like to write 
you further on these and relevant matterés . 


I am in receipt of a cheque from the dept for % 3200. 00 as an 
advance on this quarter. If this report is found in order I trust the

I have your letter of January 25, sending 
back your December quarter return. This is now accepted 
and shows an average attendance of 94.32. This number 
is 4.52 over the authorized pupilage of the Kootenay 
School, but I am arranging to allow supernumera grant 
for these pupils and the balance of the per capita 
allowance will go forward shortly. 


Form IA 411 should ooomaaeny each quart- 
erly return. In the event of there being any admissions 
or as gee during the quarter, the names and register 
numbers c., of the pupils should be entered on this 
form and the information contained on this form should 
eeveaeeee with the information given on the quarterly 
return. 


If there are no admissions or discharges 
during the quarter the form should still be forwarded 
but marked "Nil". I am sending back, for your guidance, 
a copy of your December quarter return. If you consider 
that pupils 236, 261, 310, 311, 0282, 0318, 0340 and 0341 
should be discharged, you should make formal application 
for their discharge through the office of your local 
Indian agent. Approval will be granted on your joint 
recommendation and these names can then be dropped from 
the March quarter return.

The Kootenay Indian S¢hool under the efficient 
leadership of Reverend Gerald Kelly, Ocliele, has made very 
steady progress during this quarter. The pupils are making 
rapid progress in their class ron studies, domestic science, 
and manual traininge The tubercular patients have shown 
very satisfactory improvementse There has been little or no 
eiokness in sohool during this quorter except for five cases 
of measles, one reported on December 17%h and four on Desember 
29th. Antimeasles serum was used on the contacts and it is 
hoped that this epedenio will reach no crest proportionss 
The pupils are well nourished and their health is carefully 
looked after by Sister Marion Clare. The pile were vacoi~ 
nated against small pox, and will be vagoinated against 
typhoid as soon as the measles is over, The school is well 
supplied with milk, eggs, vegetables and fruite 


This school carries eight pupils in exeess of ite 
quota. Three Auld children, who do not belong to the 
reserves, will be returned home as soon as the quarantine 
on measles permits, however, this still leaves us short 
of space for twelve pupils from the Columbia lake and 
Shuswap Reserves who should be returned to sohool, not 
only for the’r ow god but as 4 matter of disoi pLinee 
This matter has been referred to the Department and 7 am 
avaiting a reply before teking any action. 


The fire extinguishers requisitioned for the sehool 
were finally received, and fire drilis are held as per 
recukations. One unsoheduled rehearsal was held at 
8:00 @*alock one morning when the new fireman and night 
gatohman inadvertently  ulled the fire alarm. This proved 
to be a good and sueeessful fire drill. In addition to 
the night watchman and fireman, Hev. Father Kelly has 
hired a new farm manager, who has good redo: umendationBe 


On my last inspection it was noted that good work 
had been done in rececorating the girls play room, several 
ghiairsa having successfully been rewupholstered with bright 
materfals. Kindergarten tables and temporary chairs as 
well as other objects have been fashioned in the Manual 
Training department. The domestio soience department does 
excellent work in cooking uner the direction of Sister 
John Anthony and ‘ster Catherine Mary's sewing class 
produced very good work, ‘The pantry and hallway near the 
father's dining room has also been redecoratede 


The situation with referenc’ to the plumbing at 
the school is still bad, even though some of the toilets 
were temporarily repaired, flush actions, ete. are so far 
uhobtainable. One urinal near the boys dormitory was put 
in working order and all tans were replaced. 
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The situation with regard to power is worse, the 
Lister engine has not been in operation since it was 
repaired, having run only for two weeks; the Petters engine, 
which is used to pump water, recently broke down, the tuel 
jete being gone. It is now undergoing ene ney repairs. 
This jeaves us entirely dependent on the old Otto engine 
whieh through Father Kelly's ingenuity was “rigged up" to 
pump water. This engine consumes gasoline at the rate of 
neariy a gallon an hour$ So that between pumping water and 
oharging batteries whieh @ihl not hold their charge, it is 
pounding away from morn till dark, The Petters engine should 
be repaired in two or three days but the present situation 
enphasizes the gravity of the situation with reference to 
the eleetric generating plant as this sehoole At my 
request, Mr, John Ward of the Modern ‘leotrie recently 
submitted a report on this situation and copies of it were 
forwarded to the Commissioner's office, ‘The water pump 
has recently caused quite a bit of anxiety, it was leaking 
so badly that it had to be primed before each pump! ne 
Tt is a very ancient and heavy contraption and it is feared 
that the base is so corroded that it may give out altocether 
for the time being it has been packed with oakum, but it 
wy become necessary to call in a walder to weld on a new 

BAe. 


As a result of Commissioner MacKay*s visit, authority 
was eranted to install a new sink unit near the ohildrens 
@intng room. This will prove to be more sanita and a 
great improvement for whieh we feel very cratefule

Reserve, Creston, B. C. Louis Ernest and wife wish to 
adopt Sabina, and it is hoped that this legal process 
will be completed in the near future. I do not know why 
this child was at one time shown on the attendance roll 
and given a number, only to be dropped later, for she 
has been in constant attendance at the school so far as 
I can ascertain. 


Elizabeth Alec: This child, for some reason referred to 

our o ce records as Lizzie Cole, comes from Pentic- 
ton, B. Ce. I do not know why she has never been shown 
on the records or given a number. She is 16 years of 
age and will conclude her schooling at the end of the 
current school yeare 


I have consulted the Principal, Father 
Kelly, as to the above two pupils and he informs me that 
he has continued to carry them as extra pupils in exactly 


the same manner as his predecessor, without being en- 
lightened as to the necessity for the procedure.

We 
have a letter from you on file in this office requesting 
the reason for this discharge, but our files contain no 
reply to your letter. It was shortly after this date that 
my predecessor, Mr. Irwin, left this Agency. #0346 is now 


Gertrude Baptiste. I would suggest that Sabina David be 
reinstated under a new number. 


Elizabeth Alec This girl, formerly referred to as Lizzie 
Cole, 18 not to be confused with Eva Alex, #0345, though 
they both come from the Lower Okanagan. Coming from the 
Okanagan Agency we have no family records in this office 
and I now find that when he told me Elizabeth was 16, 
Father Kelly, School Principal, was in error. The child's 
correct age is 14, so she may be expected to continue in 
school for another two years. I have made an intensive 
but unavailing search of the files at this office seeking 
some clue as to why this pupil has been carried at the 
school but not shown on the roll. It has been an unfor- 
tunate practice of both my predecessor and the former 
Principal to discuss several topics in a single letter 
thereby making accurate filing impossible.

Herewith for consideration of the Depart- 
ment is an application for admittance to the Kootenay Indian 
Residential School of Bertram Alex, age 10, together with a 
letter received from Father Kelly, the Principal. 


Bertram Alex, is the child of a Penticton 
woman married to a United States Indian, who claime to have 
been born on the Penticton Reserve. Although he hee never 
been entered as a member of the Penticton Band, a brother and 
sister of the seme parents were. He is entered on the rolls 
of the Colville (U.S.) Agency. 


This childs mother died during ite in- 
fancy, since when he has been brought up by Mrs. Holding, who 
lost her Indien Statue on her marriage to a white man, a sister 
of Angus Alex, the childs father, living in the city of Penticton, 
She is a decent and respectable woman and has the childs wel- 
fare at heart. She had him attend the Penticton Public School 
for two years. However, the boy is much undersized and handi- 
capped by badly crossed eyes, and has had a pretty rough time 
and does not fit in with the white boys at all. 


In the interest of the child and in 
consideration of Mrs Holding, who is very cooperative with 
this office and the church, I would recommend that Department 
authorise thie childs sdmission to the Residential School, on 
condition that he is not to be coneidered es a member of the 
Penticton Band at this time. 


This child also attended the Penticton 
Day School for a time but only as a favour on the pert of the 
teacher who was aware that he was not on the Band Roll. He 
is, of course, Indian in every way and I expect, legally is 
en Indian of the Colville (U.S.) Agency, where his father 
belongs. However, it will be much in the childs interest if 
the Department will approve the attached application.

From 
present indications our enrollment will fall short 
of our quota this year and I would be willing to have 
these children with us.

The mother, formerly 
Mary Gravelle, is the daughter of Ambrose Gravelle, a 
member of the Tobacco Plains Band, Kootenay Agency, 
who also attended our Residential School some years 
past. 

As these children are more Indian than 
white, and as school facilities are not readily 
available to them and there is room for them at the 


Kootenay Indian Residential School, I would recommend 
that their admittance be authorized if at all possible.

MEMORANDUM - Mr. W. S. Arneil: 
Ret Admissions to Residential Schools. 


I refer to Mre Sampson's letters of December 5 and 

7 concerning the above. You will note from his letter of December 

5 that six children have been withdrawn from the Provincial School 
at Enderby and admitted to the Kamloops Residential School without 
reference to the office of the Superintendent of the Okanagan Agency. 
The home conditions of these children do not require their enrolment 
at a Residential School. In addition his letter of December 7 shows 
that children who should be attending the Inkameep Indian Day School 
have been admitted to the Kootenay Indian School without reference to 
hin. 


In the case of the six children admitted to the Kamloops 
School, these admissions, in addition to involving an unwarranted ex- 
penditure of public funds, have denied accommodation to children who 
should be in the Kamloops Residential School either because home cir- 
cumstances require that the children be given institutional care or 
because there is a lack of Day School facilities on the Reserve. 


In the case of the two children admitted to the Kootenay 
Residential School, you will recall an interview in your office with 
the Principal in which you specifically requested that he draw no 
children from the Inkameep Reserve as we were most anxious to get the 
Inkameep School running on a sound basis. 


To my mind these are shooking examples of lack of co- 
operation on the part of the church authorities and I feel there mst 
be a definite statement of policy by the Department with regard to the 
admission of children to Residential Schools if these institutions are 
to fill the function expected of them. These regulations should 
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require that (19 no child shall be admitted to a Residential School 
without reference to the Superintendent of the Agency in which the 
child resides and (2) should a child be admitted without reference 
to the Superintendent no per capita grant will be paid for that child. 


In addition to the above statement of general policy, 
in these two cases I recommend that these pupils be discharged from 
the Residential Schools at the close of the present term and be re~ 
admitted to the schools they should be attending, effective January 
1, 1951, and that no per capita grant be paid to Residential Schools 
for these children for the current quarter.

Re: Admissions to 4esidential Schools 


I attach hereto a memorandum dated December &th 
from our Regional Inspector of Schools, Mr. Davey, together 
with a copy of a letter dated December 7th from Indian 
Superintendent Sampson, with application forms attached for 
admissions to residential schools. 


It will be noted from Mr. Davey's memorandum that 
the eight children affected were admitted to residential schools 
without reference to the Agency office and further that it is 
considered the home conditions of these children were satis- 
factory and that adequate provision existed for their education 
locally. In the case of the five Jones' children and the 
Beatty boy from Enderby Reserve, it will noted that they have 
attended Enderby Public School for periods ranging from three 
to nine years. 


Leaving the financial aspect aside, I feel perhaps 
the most regrettable feature is the fact that eight other Indian 
children are being at present deprived of any education at all. 
I have in mind that we could readily have supplied eight other 
pupils to these residential schools from Douglas Leake, Fountain 
or other Reserves where the children have at present no opportunity 
to attend any school. I concur with Inspector Davey in his 
recommendation and should appreciate advice concerning this 
matter at your convenience. 


The other applications attached pen come for

It appears from this report that Mr. Barry 
discussed with you the qualifications of the present manual 
training instructor. He further reports that you told him 
you might be able to obtain the services of a trained mammal 
training instructor from the Cranbrook Provincial Schools. 


The Department considers that this latter 
pct ge oe would be preferable to fetaining the present 
manu training instructor, who appeafs to be insufficiently 
qualified for the position. 


Mr. Barry also reports that there is a 
possibili of obtaining the services of a blacktmith to 
instruct boys in general farm blackemithing, imeluding 
the shoeing of horses. The Department considers that in- 
struction of this kind would likely be very useful to the 
boys attending the Keotenay School. 


I would appreciate hearing from you what action 
you intend taking in connection with the above matters.

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SATRACT from Inspector Barry's Report on his visit 
to the KOOTENAY INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL on November 21st, 
1935. - Original on File 155-0-6. 


The Manual Training is at present under the care of 
& young man, Mr. Patrick Grant. The only qualification that 
Mr. Grant would appear to have is the fact that he was for four 
years at the Vancouver Technical School. He is certainly not 
the kind of Instructor we require in the indian Residential 
Schools. I understand that he wants to leave, does not care for 
the work, etc., or at least so I am informed by the Principal. 

The Manual Training Shop has been previously reported 
upon by me. It is some 24 feet by 36 feet with six large double 
benches. There is a good blackboard, and the building is heated 
by a wood burning stove. It was not very tidy when 1 visited 
the place. I suggested that the shavings and small pieces of 
waste wood be burned and not left about on the floor. 1 made 
a@ point of asking the Instructor about the condition of the 
tools. He was not very definite but appeared to consider them 
in a satisfactory state. 1 consider that they are in anything 
but a satisfactory state, and I Suggested that he have the boys 
learn to keep the tools properly, and now proceed to sharpen 
them Etc. The three or four tools that I examined at random 
were in a very bad state indeed, half moons owt of chisels, etc. 
It would appear that twenty-one boys in two classes of twelve 
and nine are taught for two half days from November to March 

I expressed the fact that I was not very well satis- 
fied with this work and the Principal told me that there was a 
chance that they might obtain the services of the TRAINED 
MANUAL INSTRUCTOR from the Cranbrook Provincial Schools for a 
weekly visit on Saturdays. This would be a splendid arrange- 
ment, and I would ask that the Department insist on some such 
change at the earliest possible moment. The Indian Agent 
would no doubt be able to arrange this matter for the Department. 
He is I believe in agreement with me in the matter, which 1 have 
talked over with him in broad outline. 

There also appears to be the possibility of obtaining 
the services of a Blacksmith to instruct the boys in general farm 
blacksmithing, including the shoeing of horses. 1 certainly 
agree with the Indian Agent that this is the sprt of instruction 
which would be of the very greatest use to the boys when they 
leave school. I would ask the Department to also communicate 
with the School and the Indian Agent with regard to this 
activity, which I wish to very strongly recommend at this school. 
The question of the Starting a shoemaking shop is being left to 
y pt year, as I wish to have the boys instructed in the above

The Department is in receipt of Inspeotor 
Barry's report —— hie visit to the Kootenay an 
Residential School on the 22nd ultimo, and it appears that 
when he visited the manual training shop 4t was very un- 
tidy and there were shavings on the floor. It is con- 
sidered that the manual training instructor should have 
be pupils clean up the room previous to diemissal of the 
olass. 


The Snepoctes also comments as follows 
regarding the work of the mammal training class: - 


“There are dozens of places in the school where 
the Manual Training Class could carry out repairs, 
mending floors, fixtures for the classrooms, etc. 
suggested to the Principal that the boys, under their 
Instructor could carry out numerous repairs without cost 
to the Department. If they are unable to do this the 
present system had better changed. I think there 
has been too much time spent in foolish little models 
like the work done in Provinolal Schools." 


The oo agrees with the above remarks 


and the matter should drawn to the attention of the Prinoipal. 
Please let me know the name of the manual train- 
ing instructor at the Kootenay School. In Mr. Barry's re 
he states the name is J. 8. Manson, but it is noted that t 
voucher forwarded monthly from your office shows the manual 
ining instructor's name ae J. Oullen.

The Manual Training is now under the care of"o" S. 
Manson, the Manual Training Instructor of the Cranbrook 
Schools. This is in accordance with my own recommendations 
as stated in my last report. 


The Manual Training Shop is some 24 feet by 56 
feet with six large double benches. there is a good 
blackboard. The building is heated by a wood-burning stove. 
When I visited the shop it was very untidy, shavings on the 
floor. I am certainly very surprised to find that any trained 
teacher of Manual Training would leave the place as i found it. 
The Principal explained that the school was at fault and that 
the shavings should have been gathered up in the afternoon 
following the class. I do not agree and consider that the 
Manual Training Instructor, or in fact any teacher, should 
have his class clean up the room previous to dismissal. As 
this matter of an untidy Manual Training Shop was reported 
last year, I would ask that the Department take the matter up 
through the Indian Agent, who will of course have a copy of 
this report. lt was not mentioned to Mr. Irwin at the time, 
owing to the fact that there were 80 many other points to be 
discussed. The tools, reported in ppor condition last year, 
have been, I understand, overhauled and repaired. Numerous 
missing parts have been replaced. They were locked up and 1 
was unable to see them. 


iL am not very well satisfied with the 

work being done here in Manual Trainin, though 1 admit it is 
an improvement on that of las There are dozens of places 

é@ schoo anual Training Class could carry out 
repairs, mending floors, fixtures for the classrooms, ETC.. 
I suggested to the Principal that the Boys, under their 
Instructor could carry out numerous repairs without cost to 
the Department. if they are unable to do this the present 
system had better be changed. 1 think there has been too 
much time spent in foolish little Models like the work done 
in Provincial Schools. This is clear from the attached 
Manual Training Report handed to me at the school.

"I believe that it would be better to dispense 
with the services of Mr. J. S. Manson who is the 
Provincial manual training instructor in Cranbrook 
and comes out to the school each Saturday. 

Prinel pal complains about the trouble of transporting 
the instructor to and from Cranbrook weekly. I believe 
the Department's grant for manual training at this 
school is being wasted." 


Please discuss the above report with the Reverend 
Principal and let me know what steps consider 
could be taken to make the manual Wobaina more 
effective. Is it possible to secure a qualified 
manual training teacher to re ce Mr. Manson? It is 
understood, of course, that s services should be 
retained until you have reported further to the 
Department and our decision has been given.

Dear Mr. Irwin: 


I was very much surprised at the rather severe 
criticism of our Manual Instructor by the School Inspector, 
Captain Barry. 


Mr. Manson has been for years the Instructor in 
the Public School of Cranbrook. As such he is thoroughly 
qualified, and were he not, it is surprising that the Provincial 
School authorities have been satisfied during all this time. 

Mr. Manson has been carpentry instructor here in the Kootenay 
Residential School for many years. Is it only now apparent 
that he is useless and that the money paid by the Department 
for a Manual Instructor is being wasted? 


Captain Barry considers this money as being 
wasted. I wonder if the following construction works by the 
Indian boys of this school testify to waste. They have heen 
and are still being taught the correct handling of tools. They 
have been and are still being taught blackboard drawing. During 
the past two and a hali ycuis they have repaired many articles 
of furniture; they have made several cupboards, and a few farm 
gates. They have constructed snow shelters on the girls' side 
and the boys' side of the school to protect the children from 
falling icicles from the roof. Moreover the boys have been the 
main workers in the erection of @ three car farage last year§ 
and at-presentare constructing a new poultry housé. They are 
also engagéad in making two fire doors on the stair-way landings 
leading to the dormitories. 


No doubt it would be far better and more convénient 
if we had a resident manual instructor. I fail to see how we 
can do better, or how we can obtain a first class manual 
instructor on $400.00 a year. No doubt there are a few 
carpenters around who might do, but who have no technical school. 
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I have only words of praise for Mr. Manson, our 
Mammal Instructor. Considering the short time at his disposal 
I think he has done excellent work with the boys under his 


charge.

It is unfortunate that the Blacksmiths Shop was burned at this 
particular time,as the boys could have learmed a good deal of use ful black 
-smithing during seeding operations,mending broken implements eta., 

411 this work has to be done in Town. 


Would you pleasé ask the Department for materials to re«build 
both Shops? With their Instructor,the boys can do the building as part of 
their trsining. 

The Sarpenters shop measured 38'x28'dnd had as foundation a 
cement wall rising 3' above the ground.

I beg to quote the following from a recent letter 
reeeived from the Rev. Principal of the Kootenay Indian 
Residential Sehool regarding the tools owned by the Manual 
Training Instructor and the Oblate Order lest when the Manual 
Training shop was destroyed by fire: 


® I do not know whether you saw my report on the 
fire. In this report, I pointed out that, in order 
to save as much of the Government owned tools as 
possible, tools belonging to the carpenter and to 
the Oblates were deliberately sacrificed. As it 
was the carpenter, Father Murray and an Indian who 
were in the building and saved the tools, they 
could easily have saved the carpenter's and the 
Oblates' tools. If it is at all possible, Mr. 
Reifferscheid and Father Anthony would greatly 
appreciate being reimbursed for their less.

Dear Mr.Irwint- 

You greatly surprised me ynen you told me that ure 
Hoey had pointed out to you that the grant for the Manual Trainer could 
not be paid to the Kootenay Indian School for the holiday months,4s the 
Department had not done this in the past. The clue to the mystery app- 
«cars to lie in the word Kootenay. In the other schools of which 1 have 
been in charge, the grant is paid for the twelve months, and so,naturally 
I expected that the case was the same here. I would submit that there 
are very good reasons either for the grant to be given for 12 months,or 
that the Department pay a Carpenter to make necessary repairs during the 
holidays. Naturally,if the Manual Trainerwor the Carpenter did not work 
during the entire two months, the grant would cover only the days he 
worked. Last summer, the Manual Trainer worxea steadily. You will rece 
-all that the Department supplied us with Flooring for the four dormi tor 
-ies,and that just before the floor wae laid in the firdt dormitory, 
fire destroyed the rest of the lumber, The Department kindly supplied 
more flooring, but this did ot come intime for the boys and their Instr- 
euctor to lay the reriaining floors before the holidays. There were holes 
in the floors,nails sticking out,splinters etc,s0 that especially if 
one had to get up at night,there was danger cf jury During the holid 
-ays the Manual Trainer did this,and other work. 

When the Comnissioner was here,+ took him around to 
show him some urgently needed repairs. I1 forget tne expression he used 
before we started out, but it indicated that he had inspected the school 
before, and knew how poorly it had been constructed. I showed him the 


basement floor (dining room for employees and children,long corridors 


recreation halls, kitchen, pantries,etc,which sinks and rises

Extract from letter from Rev. G. Forbes, O.M.I., 
Principal, Kootenay Indian Residential School, 
dated December 19, 1941. 


It seems to me that, in comparison with 
some other schools, the pupils are not as bright 
as we would like to have them. Perhaps it would 
be truer to say that we seem to have a larger 
percentage of dull pupils than some other schools 
have. 


The Department sent a Mr. Doucet here and 
we were under the impression that a course in 
manual training was to be sent us. we waited for 
this and, as it did not come, we have had the 
boys work with the manuel trainer and with Father 
Anthony, an expert carpenter, building a carpenter 
shop, remodelling and repairing 4 dwelling house, 
laying floors and making odd repairs.

Dear Father Forbes: 


In your letter of the 19th 
4nstant you refer to manual training at the 
Kootenay Residential School. While it is true 
that Mr. Doucet visited your school some months 
ago, it was only with the intention of ascertaining 
what was being done. May I point out that the 
residential schools in British Columbia have re- 
ceived preferred treatment in regard to vocational 
training as compared with other Indian reaidential 
schools throughout Canada. With the exception of 
British Columbia, no funds are available either 
for paying for manual training instructors or 
providing tools and moterisls. We have to depend 
on the schools themselves to do this. 


The vocational bs gem ne 
which Mr. Doucet has outlined is a tried in 
residential schools in the province of Alberta for 


the current academic your, and it is mot our 


intention to introduce this into British Columbia 
schools.at the present tine.

Dear Father Forbes: 


Mr. Phelan has discussed with me 
the subject matter of your letter of the °2nd instant. 


Miss Ravenhill writes almost continuously 
to the Department in respect to the work of the Society 
for the furtherance of Indian Arts and Crafts in B. C. 

The officials here are at times inclined to become some- 
what impatient with Miss Ravenhill's persistence and 
somewhat annoyed at the number of letters from her that 
they are called upon to answer. Nevertheless, I feel 
that on the whole the organization is doing cood work. 


I notice that the Minister wrote the 
President of the organization a ietter a few weeks ago, 
congratulating the members on their year's work and 
expressing satisfaction at the knowledge that a voluntary 
organization, without assistance from the Government, 
was doing so much to advance the cultural interests of 
the Indian population of British Columbia. I am person- 
ally of the opinion that the schools should do everything 
possible to cooperate with this organization. This does 
not mean that you should seriously interrupt your own 
progrem or incur any unnecessary expense. It simply 
means that when an opportunity presents itself the Depart- 
ment will be pleased to learn of any measure of cooperation 
you can extend to the Society in the organization of art 
exhibits or work of this character. 


We were all sorry to learn of Inspector 
Barry's resignation. I do feel, however, having read 
the Doctor's report on the condition of his health, that 
he has done the wise thing. He would simply have been

; buildings here, it naturally expects me to see that these buildings are 

kept in £38 repair.” think that + have tried to do even more than could 
reasonabl xpected of me and,still,1I find it impossible to catch up 
with necessary repairs.Thisis due,at least in part,to the fact that who- 
ever built this school does not appear to have done as good a job as 
might have been expected.-A few days ago,a plumber had to tear a few 
boards out of a wall.I understood him to say that he found onl 
nails in eight pieces of V-joint.I can-show you boards in a £ige 
appear never to have had a nail in them.Indians,who were pupil 
when the school opened,tell me that the wooden flgéors in the basement 
were laid over the cement(which was to have been the floor)because the 
pupils dug holes in the cement floors with tin cans.It is due,also,to 
the fact,as it seems to me,that,realizing how pressed the Department was 
for money,the Principals aid what they could with the money granted for 
repairs and with whatever other money they could scrape together and, 
thenhad to put off the rest of the repairs.I think that it is my duty to 
suggest what should be done to prevent further deterioration. 

+here is no use exaggerating and saying that,if repairs are not 
immediately made,the roof will fall on our heads because it won t.How- 
ever, it is true that,unless we tackle the problem immediately, several 
buildings will rapidly deteriorate. 

What should be done?As visitors come to the school or people pass 


by,they see the men's two buildings both of which are a disgrace.The 
foundations of one had rotted with the result that,although the building 
is only about 25 feet long,we had to raise one corner I8 inches.The 
shingles on this building need renewing,the building needs painting, the 
windows need attention,etc.A good deal of work has been done on this 


building already.The mechanic's residence is not finished.He and his 
family spent last winter in it although there is an opening,one inch or mq 
more by the width of the window,under each window. The building is not 
painted or finished inside or out. 

As for the school,the stone steps leading to the main entrance 
(and used by all visitors} were not properly installed and,as a conse- 
quence,are broken,sinking,etc.As you enter the school, you notice that 
practically all the floors need varnishing.The treads on all interior 
staircases RE are badly worn.In places,the wainscoting is torn.The win- 
dows do not fit,-green lumber having shrunk.Just how long the plumbing 
will hold out is hard to say.The floor in the boys' playroom needs re- 
newing.Other floors need some repairing. Thanks to the lumber just given 
us by the Department,we shall have closets for the girls' clothes for the 
first time and partitions will be built between the Sisters' beds in 
their common dormitory.Other repairs are needed. When I have the facts,I 
will tell you of the need of replacing a rather dangerous makeshet eben. 
fore leaving this building,I should mention the two long cement sidewalks 
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leading from the gate to the main entrance.I do not know \ 

partment or the School had the work done,but the job was a har cane 
walks were laid on the top of the ound and cracked and br, with the 

heaving of the earth due to frost.ethe walks do not make a f! able im- 

pression on visitors. f 

Then,there is the barn.The two main doors in the loft,about 20 feet 
by ten,have been battered by the wind and only fragments remain.They and 
smaller doors need renewing.So do the planks on the floor of the section 
in which the horses are kept.As for the window panes missing,a rough gua 
guess of the number would be I00.The barn urgently needs reshingling and 
repainting. 4 

And the pig pen.-We have none.There are four hovels built of rough 
lumber and these do not maken a favorable impression on those who come 
to see the pigs,buy them or have sows bred. 

We have no blacksmith shop since ours burned.I once saw a letter in 
which it was stated that the Department did not believe the teaching of 
blacksmithing was practical.I believe it is.,I forget the man's name,he 
is Isidore Dick's father-ing-law,but he,who learned this trade at the 
Cariboo School, was blacksmith at the largest ranch in the Cariboo.I em- 
ployed several graduates,when I was in charge of the Cariboo Schbol,and 
their training .in blacksmithing came in very handy. 

As I stated,none of these repairs is desperately urgent--except, per- 
haps,the one I will mention in a future letter---but,if we let things 
go,the problem will be greater. 

What do I suggest?A roundabout way oftelling you is this.-\hen, some 
years .ago,I' told.am employee of the Department that $50.00 per month was 
hardly a just living wage for a “anual trainer(provided that he was com- 
petent),I was rightly told that the Department was paying for an instruc- 
tor in manual training and that,as the School used him as a carpenter, th 
School should pay the balance of his wages.eThat is reasonablesHowever, TI 
do not feel that the Department can ask that I pay the balance of this 
man's wages and,in addition,have another carpenter on the staff? when 
Y . that is necessary for the maintenance of a Government-owned building.The 

Oblate Fathers understand our difficult position and they have done thei 
/ Share.in order to let the manual trainerdevote his spare time to repair- 
ing the buildings here,they gave me a qualified carpenter to rebuild the 
‘P¥carpenter shop and to build a piggery. believe that they will supply 
mbst of the lumber as they did for another building.I nominally pay him 
Yo small salary($40.00) and turn it back to the School.eI would ask the De 
partment to reciprocate and to pay the manual trainer a just living wage 
(he has two dependents,is exempt from military service and has two sons 
qin the Canadian army,-one in Alaska and the other on final leave before 
leaving for an undisclosed place) as I do not think that,in so small a 
scho@l the Department can ask me to supply two carpenters.Of course,I 
" could let repaigs go but that is not my wish-nor that of the Department.

It is 
a training that should mean a great deal to these 
Indian girls in future years.

During the past month, the boys have 
been busy with Father Anthony, shingling the School 
Barn.

Vocationa) Training? 


Possibly the term “vocational” is a 
misnomer as the use of the expression implies the 
possibility of a variety or choice of variety of future 
voestions. This, unhappily, does not apply to the 
eventual pursuits of Indian boys and girls whose 
opportunities appear distinctly limited, 


The “manual training" programme is 
not being applied with effectiveness. It appears that 
there is little planned organization for the use of the 
“shop” and such facilities as it offers. The building 
itself is very well planned and constructed but is poorly 
equipped. ‘hile the poor equipment is a handicap it 
ghould be utilized more completely than is apparent. The 
manual training instructor is untrained end not well 
informed se to the purposes of his position. He is a 


"practical" man who spends too much of his time doing odd 
jobs «nd too little instructing the boys. Very little has 
been done to follow the vocational programme as outlined 
and no badges have been awarded. 


Some effort has been made to interest and 
instruct some of the boys in the care of poultry and some 
badges have been awarded. Possibly this enterprise hes not 
reached full effectiveness as th general conditions of the 
poultry pens is not good. 


Scientific and organized interests in swine 
and cattle hes not progressed very far. While the boys are 
good milkers most of their work appears to consist of chores. 


A garden plan hos been made and the garden 
planted but the boys seem to have hed little share in the 
planning. There is no pride of ownership or possession 
an educational necessity. 


The girl's courses ore better planned and 
organized, Various groups rotate monthly in the sewing-roomy, 
laundry-room, kitchen, ete. The girls Work well and 
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cheerfully but, unfortunately, have to spend too moh time 
in performing institutional chores such as mending, washing 
preparing vegetables, etc. under condit ons which do not 
approaah home experiences, While instruction is given in 
sewing ond dress-making the instruction is severely limited 
and is not calculated to create interest and knowledge in 
desirable dressing habits, Although kitchen and laundry 
experiences are gained there seems to be no direct 
progressive teaching of nutration, textiles, etc. As almost 
one hundred meals are served three times each day the 
difficulties in the way of tuition are apparent yet I think 
gome directed effort could be made in giving the girls some 
responsibility in the planning of the meals and in 
teaching them food values. In fect, if the educsetion, they 
receive is to possess any sustained interests this mist be donee 


The sisters are making a sincere ettempt 
to institute the "badge system" but if this system were 
supplemented by a good professional libr and, if possible 
by professional training the programme would be less 
mechanistic, 


Both boys and girls should be encoursged 
to wear their badges which should be presented with 
proper ceremony in order to emphasize pride of ownership. 


Too much of the so-called Vocational 
Training id devoted to repair end maintenance, “hile 
much of this is necessery, improved organization and 
professional knowledge would do a great deal to effect 
a@ progreesive programme, While it is difficult to obtain 
skilled instructors, the teachers in charge should do more 
to acquaint themselves with professionel objectives, Both 
boys and girls should heve «t least five hours a week of 
directed and objective voesational training and this should 
be rigidly adhered to. 


A definite and aggressive policy to 
implement the Vocational Training plan as outlined should 
be effected. This. plen ®en be modified to suit conditions 
but the mechanistic pursuit of it is not stimulating, The 
ehildren should be encoursged to win and to wear their 
badges and these should be awarded st appropriate ceremonies. 
Pride of possession and a sense of "pelénging to" ere 
essential in motivetion,

We note with regret that the Inspector 
thinks that the badges are not given to the winners 
at a public gathering. I feel that he gust be 
mistaken in this regard because definite instructions 
to this effect were issued to the Principals some 
time ago. 


The Inspector also refers to the lack of 
tools. It is rather difficult for us to realize this 
statement, I inclose for your informetion a copy of 
a list of toole which are «t Kootenay. We feel, thet 
if these ore in the vocational training shop there 
should be sufficient. 


I presume that part of the difficulty is 
due to the fact that Mr. Barre is not fully qualified 
to carry out the work, I would appreciate any effort 
you moke to have Mr. Barre consider our instructions 
and put them into effect more fully than he has been 
doing.

The manual training instructor has proven 
quite satisfactory, he is not young, but is a good 
carpenter in himself and has had the boys working on 
several woodworking projects that have proven quite 
satisfactory. 


The practice of keeping a night watchman is 
very sound, particularly in the absence of adequate 
fire protection. 


Considering the difficulties of obtaining 
suitable labour at present, the Rev. Father Kelly has 
done well to be able to hold these men at the wages he 
has paid, and I would recommend that the Department 
give all possible assistance in this matter.

We are in receipt of your letter en- 
closing communication from Indian Agent Dunn regarding 
the manual training instructor at the Kootenay 
Residential School. 


It is noted that the principal requests 
us to allow $85. for the month of January. On reviewing 
our file we find that the last request for a grant 
towards the salery of a manual training instructor 
at this school was sent to us on April 13th, 1946 and 
covered the period ended March 31st, 1946. Up to 
thet date we were allowing $50. and we have not re~- 
ceived any subsequent voucher until the recent one 
and consequently, it is presumed thet the school did 
not have a manual training teacher from April lst, 
1946 to December 31st, 1946. 


As you realize, the recent request is 
£35. more than previously allowed. Tt is quite pos- 
sible that we should allow an amount of $85. a month 
but if we provide this sum at Kootenay we will receive 
similar requests from other schools where manual 
training instructors are employed. 


We are allowing approximately $85. and 
even more at some of the residential schools in Fastern 
Canede for a manual training instructor's salary and 
T am inclined to feel that the time has arrived to 
increase the amount allowed the manual training in- 
structors in the British Columbia schools. 


Before making a decision on the request 
from the Kootenay school, I would appreciate hearing 
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from you in regard to our proposal to increase 
manual training instructors’ salaries. At the 
same time we would be gled to know by what amount 
you consider the manual training instructors’ 
salaries should be increased. 


Enclosed is one of the usual forms 
which we have completed when engeging a manual train- 
ing instructor. You might have the manual training 
instructor at Kootenay School complete and return 
this to us.

With reference to the above mentioned vocational 
training branch of our school and its possible direct 
bearing on any future housing program in the Kootenay 
Agency, I have attempted to formulate some constructive 
plan of approach to the vital subject of providing ade- 
quate homes for the Indians of this Agency and respect- 
fully submit the following suggestion. 


I would concentrate on training the older boys 
at the school in manual training with a view to hiring a 
good carpenter to supervise several of these boys in a 
long term construction project, this trained group to 
build a house complete. The success of the first building 
project would determine the feasibility of continuing 
until adequate housing is provided over the entire Agency. 


Power tools have become a necessity.in modern 
construction. Practically all material used in a house 
can be cut accurately with these tools and I would sug- 
gest that such equipment be acquired at the school to be 
made available for construction on the St. Mary!s Reserve. 


I am enclosing an estimate on the cost of power 
tools as supplied by Parks Hardware Ltd., which in turn 
was supplied to them by their Vancouver Wholesale house. 


Some direct method of approach to the housing 
situation will have to be arrived at and I would be 
pleased to have your views on my approach, or any other 


gover) 
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suggestions you may have in this connection. My obser- 
vations lead me to believe that the mere providing of 
building materials to individual Indians for constructing 


homes a waste of both money and material.

With reference to your letter of June 23rd re~ 
garding suggestions by Inspector Davey, that he is of the 
opinion that a circular saw with moveable blade is more 
suitable for instructional purposes than an 8" tilting 
table saw in respect to safety to student operators, that 
a jointer would possibly be of more use than a wood lathe 
and the possible use of electric motors in preference to 


the 2a h.p. gasoline engine I recommended. 


A Delta, tilting table saw with locking deivces 
and sew guard should not present undue exposure to acci- 
dent when set up properly. 


In recommending a wood lather, I had in mind 
a tool that forms the most important factor in student 
interest in manual training. A jointer would undoubted- 
ly be more practical and I had hoped to add this equip- 
ment at the first opportunity. 


A jig saw is also important in student interest. 


A deep forge for welding and hardening tools is 
another piece of equipment I had in mind; there are many 
uses for such around a farm, as repairing wagons and farm 
equipment, shoeing horses, etc. 


The above tools should be of medium heavy 


quali as I have in mind heavier construction than or- 
dinarily is met in a Public school manual training 
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-@ @ 
establishment. 


The question of power has proved difficult to 
recommend. If hydro power becomes available in the 
future our problem is solved, at present additional 
wiring would be necessary to connect the manual train- 
ing shop with the main school. This is not altogether 
practical either as the main school diesel would have to 
operate continuously to provide power and the power so 
provided would require D.C. motors, which are practically 
unobtainable at this time. A gasoline motor and line 
shaft would undoubtedly prove unwieldy, but would provide 
an independent source of power. 


The Rev. Father Kelly has already applied for 
a fully qualified instructor for this coming term and it 
would be a great stride forward if some power machinery 
were made available. 


The B. Ce. Equipment Co., Vancouver, have been 
giving satisfactory service to many manual training 
schools in Be Ce and could probably supply sounder recom- 
mendations in this regard.

A suitable reply was received from Vancouver but accom- 
modation was required for this man's wife and family. 
The Rev. Principal at that time was unable to provide 
this accommodation. Accommodation has now been arranged 
and the Rev. Principal has applied to Mr. Davey, our 
school inspector, for possible assistance. 


The Rev. Principal and the school inspector 
discussed the way and means and need of a qualified 
instructor during a recent visit of the Principal to 
the imspector's office in Vancouver. 


I will have the application for appointment 
in this connectidn completed as soon as a manual train- 
ing instructor is engaged.

Dear Mr. Dunn: 


Please find attached a requisition for material to 
begin our course in pottery. This is a course I have been 
anxious to begin for the past two years as I feel it would be 
very profitable to the children and can be developed into a 
paying industry after school days. We have on the staff, Sister 
Paul of the Cross, who taught this course in the Shuberftadie 
Indian School in Nova Scotia. She is fully competent to handle 
such a course as she has had many years of experience in the 
work as well as having received instruction from professionals 
in the art of pottery making. 


I understand that our Indian Commissioner, Mr.Arneil, 
is familiar with the type of work she was doing in the Shubene- 
cadie School and any further references which the Dept. wishes 
regarding her ability can be obtained from that Institution. I 
feel that we should be making use of her ability to teach this 
course while she is here rather than having her talents remain 
unused. Last year, at the instigation of School Inspector 
Fredrickson, she lectured during the Teachers Convention on 
this subject and following that the High School in Kimberley 
took up the work. She has been giving them some assistance and 
direction. I feel that it is too bad to let another school take 
our rightful place in this art when we could be doing so much 
with it. 


Our local clay has been tested and found suitable 
for this work. You are probably aware that the Post Office 
building and the Hanson Block in Cranbrook are built from 
brick made quite near our school. There is no doubt that we 
have an ample clay deposit for this work and should with time 
build this course into something definitely worthwhile cul- 
turally and financially.

I am enclosing herewith copy of a letter and a 
requisition for supplies submitted to me by the Rev. 
Father G. F. Kelly, Principal of our Residential School, 
relative to inauguration of a pottery course for the 
Indian pupils. 


With but few exceptions our Kootenay Indians have 
been unable to successfully compete with white labour 
in local industry, being confined to farming their land 
on the reserves, engaging in a little trapping eand,only 
when other help is scarce, working in the woods. 


Their natural ability in arts and crafts is of a 
high caliber with local buckskin work recognized by 
expert dealers as the finest on the North American con- 
tinent. It would, therefore, appear that every effort 
to enlarge on their natural talent should be encouraged. 
And if the school can assure us of the services of 
Sister Paul of the Cross as an instructor over a 
necessary period of time, I would respectfully recommend 
that consideration be given toward inauguration of this 
pottery course for the school pupils.

We have your letter of the 21st instant, file 
5-11-6, with reference to starting a pottery cless at the 
Kootenay Residential School. We have considered the contents 
of the different letters which you forwarded and we feel it 
should be possible to start a pottery class on 4 smeller 
scale than thet outlined. The beginners would not need to 
glaze their articles at the start but could learn to handle 
the clay with inexpensive tools and we believe that the 
articles could be left to harden naturally. 


It should be possible to obtein or to mke 
small pottery wheels so that one would be available for 
each pupil taking the course. This would be very inexpensive. 


we are inclined to favour the establishment 
of the course suggested, but as intimated above, the ex- 
pemiiture should be kept to a minimum and if the preliminary 
work appeals to the pupils, we would then feel more justified 
in making a heavier expendi ture. 


If you feel that our suggestions cen be 
carried out, I s est that you revise your list along 
the lines outlined above and forward same to us for further 
consideration.

Re: Domestic Science and Industrial Arts, 
Kootenay Residential School. 


Mr. Neary, in his letter dated May 22nd, has 
requested information concerning the operation of the domestic 
seience classes at the above-mentioned school. 


About four years ago, unit instruction in 
domestic science was begun. On the occasion of my visit to 
the school, I encouraged the Reverend Principal to expand the 
school's activities along these lines. This has undoubtedly 
given rise to the requisition for additional equipment. With 
the exception of the request for three bolts of dress material, 
the items listed seem to be reasonable. 


It will be noted from the attached pictures 
that the small room used for this instruction is not equipped 
with cupboards and is too small for the customary group work 
tables which contain equipment storage space. I therefore 
consider necessary the provision of cupboards, either made 
at the school or in the form of the kitchen cabinet 
requisitioned. 


The Reverend Principal informs me that the 


utensils at present in use are borrowed from the school 
kitchen and that this interferes with the operation of the

Dear Mr. Dunn: 

In reply to yours of the 17th inst. regarding 
the qualifications of the Instructress of Domestic Science 
in this school, I wish to report as follows. The Sister in 
charge of thie course has not a certificate in this work 
but has had several years of practical experience. She was 
cook here for three years and in a boarding school in Nova 
Scotia for five. Since we are receiving no additional salary 
grant for her work in this course it hardly seems fair to 
expect us to incur the expenses of a degree or extra-curri- 
culum studies in this matter. Previous to '44 Domestic 
Science was taught here, as in many other places, in the 
school kitchen, which as we all know has decided disadvantages. 
During the year '44 a room was set aside and equipped in so far 
as the school felt able to equip it. To my knowledge no grant 
or requisition for material was ever received towards this 
project. As a result the equipment is not up to what is should 
be nor is there sufficient of it. However if the Dept. feels 
that the expenditure requested cannot be allowed under the 
circumstances we can very easily revert to the former practise 
of having the chiidren learn their lessons in cooking in the 
school kitchen though I feel it would be detrimental to them. 
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@ girls have taken very readily to this course and already 
I have seen evidences of the use they have made of it at home 
during the summer vacation as well as in the housekeeping of 
some of the graduates. 

As regards the building of cupboards instead of the 
kitchen cabinet I have tried in vain to interest any of the 
local contractors in the project due to over abundance of work. 
However I drew up a plan of what I felt would be suitable and 
discussed it with Mr. Linton Lundy, who is already employed to 
make certain alterations in a classroom and one dormitory here. 
He figured that about fifty-five dollars worth of lumber and 
material would satisfy our needs. If an allowance for this 
much would be granted by the Dept. I would personally arrange 
for the building of same. 

Trusting this will clarify the matter and that we 


may have an early reply on our requested requisition, I remain,

Beyond these criticisms,which I have just 
offered, and which are not the fault of the School 
Authorities, the only criticism I have to offer is that 
I found the cows, including those lately bought for the 
school by the Department, in very poor condition. They 
badly want feeding up and I examined the only stock of 
hay they have left on the premises, which is utterly 
useless for feeding purposes. I asked the Mother 
Superior to get some more hay in at once. I know, of 
course, that they are handicapped by the fact that the 
farm has been allowed to run down to the 6xtent that 
they have practically no good hay to feed the stock 
from last year. I do not anticipate that this will 
occur again, and I sincerely hope it will not, but at 
the same time I drew their attention to the fact that 
it is necessary to keep the cows in good condition in 
the meanwhile.

I beg to enclose copy of a letter I have just 
received from Rev. M. Lepine, ~rincipal of Kootenay 
Residential School at Cranbrook. The letter is self 
explanatory, and the importance of having plenty of 
milk for the children is constantly in my mind. 


As you know, until the arrival of the new 
Principal, there was considerable trouble over the 
food supply at this school, and I am given to under- 
stund that things are much better now. It, however, 
sticks in my mind that the Missionaries running this 
school should do something for themselces, and not 
depend entirely upon the good will of the Department. 
I may be wronging them, as they may be at considerable 
expense in straightening matters out there, but unless 
I see their hooks I cannot say. All I know is that 
other schools, as @ whole, supply themselves with their 
own cows and the Department has already given this school 
five cows. 


In order to initiate the idea of a little self 
help there, I think that, if I were the Department, I 
should be inclined to offer to give them a couple more 
cows if they themselves will also buy two equally good 
ones at the same time. It is with some diffidence that 
I offer this suggestion, as 1 do not want the school to 
slip back again into its old ways, as 1 have had trouble 
enough in straightening things out as it is.

IN YOUR REPLY REFER TO 


I have written you an official letter with regard 
to the proposed temporary alterations at St.Mary's School, 
at Mission, but I think it advisable to drop you also a few 
personal lines on the subject. 


Upon going to New Westminster last Tuesday, I found 
Rev.Jno. Welch there, as apparently he had been informed of my 
proposed visit, as I had written to Mr.Indian Agent Daunt on 
the 5th giving him the information that you cousidered it more 
preferable to construct outsidé class-roons than dormitories. 
Not having the correspondence which had taken place with regard 
to the alleged dangerous situation at this Scnool, I asked 
what changes had taken place there during the past few years 
and was informed that there had been very few with the exception 
of the creation of a small additional dormitory for the boys 
and an outside class-room for the girls, a number of additional 
female pupils now sleeping in the old sewing room in the main 
building, which, as reported, is heated by hot water from the 
central heating plant and lighted by electricity. In view of 
this information, I then asked in what respect the fire hazard 
was greater than it had been in 1911, when I inspected the 
building to see if this school complied with the regulations 
sufficient to warrant the increased grant payable at that time, 
as I had a suspicion that the School authorities hed been en- 
deavouring to make you believe that the fire hazard was much 
greater than it really ise. I pointed out to the Reverend Father 
and the Agent that though we knew very well that the buildings 
were old and ought to and would be renewed as soon 45 possible, 
but as the Department did not own the land, it would be impossibl 
to put up new buildings at Mission until some definite arrange- 
ment had been made with the Order of Oblate Fathers about the 
site. I also endeavoured to get some information as to why 
the acclaim about the fire hazard, but could not get it. I then 
decided to visit the School to satisfy myself and the results 
of my investigation are contained in the official letter re=- 
ferred toe. 


On the way back to New Westminster, I interrogated 
Indian Agent Daunt as to what had taken place and he informed 
me that the Fire Marshall had made a very adverse report about 
the buildings, saying they were death traps, the fire hazard 
being great, and in general that they should be renewed. This 
report, I learned, was made by the Fire Marshall at the request 
of the Reverend Father Mailliard, the Principal, and I feel 
almost certain that this action was taken with the idea of 
stampeding the Department into building a new school at once. 


of course 
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Of course, I can not be certain on this point, but I have 
a very grave suspicion that such was the case. 


As regards the site for the new School, Father 
Welch stated to me that the Oblate Fathers were prepared to 
deed over to thé Department sufficient land for this purpose, 
about ten acres.: I pointed out to him, however, that as our 
Department was paying about $450.00 annually in taxes for 
Lot 2, which had been deemed neessary for the growing of 
products for the School, a fair and businesslike proposition 
would be for his Order tu convey the whole of this Lot to the 
Department for the nominal sum of $1.00, the conveyance being 
conditional when the land ceased to be used for school purposes, 
it would be réconveyed by the Department to the Oblate Fathers. 
By doing this, our Department would then be released from 
paying the taxes above mentioned. 


I think Father Welch will be writing you on this 
subject at an early date and I am, therefore, informing you 
as to the discussion we had on the mattere

Dear Doctor Scott,- 


I have written you a full official letter in 
connection with the land at Mission, but there are some 
points in connection with this matter which I think it 
better that I should inform you on personally. 


You will remember in 1922 we decided to assist 
the Oblate Order by tae payment of taxes on Lot 2, Group 
3, on which the School is situated and the whole area is 
used for the benefit of the School. Taxes at that time 
were $468.60 per annum and a refund has been made to the 
Principal of the School annually ever since that time. 
The last voucher sent in by the New Westminster office was 
for $445.90. While I was at Mission City recently, upon 
making investigations at the municipal office, Mr. Burr, 
the collector, informed me that the whole of Lot 2 had been 
exempted from taxation by the Corporation of the District 
of Mission ever since 1925, and he opened up his books to 
show that this was the cnse. I immediately produced the 
tax receipt which the Reverend Principal had forwarded to 
the New Westminster office, copies of which will be found 
on the vouchers at Ottawa, showing that they stated de- 
finitely that this receipt was for taxation on Lot 2. The 
assessor was immediately sent for and he concurred in what 
the collector head stated with regard to Lot 2 being non- 
taxable, but could not give a very satisfactory explanation 
as to why the tax receipt was marked Lot 2 instead of Lot 3. 
However, he stated very definitely that the officials at the 
School knew very well that this receipt pertained to Lot 3 
and that there were no taxes collectible on Lot 2. I 
am surprised, therefore, that the Reverend Father Maillard, 
Principal of the School, has been forwarding these tax 
receipts on to the New Westminster office expecting the 
Department to pay the various amounts that we have been 
doinge Ido not suppose you will feel like demanding a 
refund for these amounts and possibly it might be just 
as well to let the whole thing go by the board. I have, 
however, notified Mr.Indian Acent Daunt that should any 
like receipts be received from the Principal of the School 
for reimbursement of the amounts paid, he should not forward 
them to Ottawa.

In compliance with your request of the 16th 

inste I beg to submit the following statement regarding 
taxes paid by St. Mary's Mission, at Mission City, 8.Cc. 
Part of these taxes were refunded by the Indian Dept. 

The first and second year I was in charge of Mission School 
I paid over $1100.00 in taxes, i-¢. 10 % of all our revenue. 
The Deputy Minister called on me during the second Summer of 
my inoumbency. He agreed to refund part of the taxes. On the same 
occasion it was agreed that the Oblates were to give five acres 
of land for building purposes, and the Dept. was to buy some 
135 acres. The Deputy Minister insisted in securing not less 
than 140 acres. A board of arbit#a#tion was to be appointed to 
set value upon the buildings, the land, the implements and the 
live stock. The Oblate Provincial did not know the most 
suitable location for school work. Later on I succeeded in 
getting exemption of part of the property. I fought the case 
with the Municipality for over a year. The taxes were such that 
I could not carry on the work. Then the school received only 
$140.00 per head, i.e. 40 cents per day per child. Food and 
clothes were dearer than at present and I had some ten non- 
paying children. After obtaining exemption of part of the 
school property, I continued sending the tax bill to the Indian 
Dept. at Ottawa, though I knew very well that taxes had been 
refunded on the other portion of land. We must remember that 
the land to be donated and to be purchased by the Dept. had 
not been agreed upon. Moreover the whole property was used 
for school purposes. We were cutting our wood on the portion 
of land taxes on which were refunded by the Dept. Raspberries, 
strawberries, loganberries and other products came from the 
some land. We never sold anything ane we used everything for the 
school children. The Dept. was getting the full use of the land. 
There never was any kind of collusion . And no matter what 
may be said, there was no act of dishonesty on! my nor the 
slightest thought of defrauding the Indian Dept. which I have 
served faithfully and quite successfully.

I am very glad to think that the matter of the taxes 
at Mission School has been settled satisfactorily, at least 
insofar as concerns the past. After discussing the matter with 
the Reverend Fathers Rohr, Maillard and Duplanil, I am 
firmly convinced that there was no attempt on the part 
of the principal of the school to deceive the Department 
in this matter. 


I may point out in passing that none of the land 
now being used at the Indian Sehool there has been leased 
to outside parties for a number of years. The three 
sections as shown on the map in your files are beine used 
for the benefit of the school. No doubt it will be 
possible to carry on the work of the school with less 
land, though I am given to understand that the wonderful 
health record of Mission School is due to a large extent 
to the fact that the children are given all the milk they 
can drink and the school is in a position to do this because 
of the extensive grazing grounds and extensive hay fields 
used for the benefit of the children.

In reference to your recent reouest for 
particulars relating to the milk supply of the school, 
I beg to submit the following details. 


Of the fourtean cattle listed as milch cows 
on the December inventory, two were too old for further 
use and were butchered during the winter months, one of 
the heifers has freshened and the others are supposed to 
freshen soon. line of the cows have freshened this spring. 


4% the present time ten cows are milking snd 
we receive approximately twenty-five gallons of milk per 
day. This will be iftcreased considerably when the 
pasture becomes good shortly. 


All the milk is used in the school and all 
milk products sare used in the school. The eeneral 
condition of the cowe is good, although they were in 
very poor condition when we took charge of them in 
December. 


Owing to the general ill-health of the school 
children it is desirable that they have all the milk that 
they need all the year. During the winter months we 
received only about four gallons per day, which wes 
inadeauate for a school having a very high percentare of 
tubercular children. I would like tc have ten to fifteen 
cows milking at all times of the year. I think that if 
we could do this we would see a remerkable improvement in 
the health of the children. 


I would recommend the heavier variety of cattle 
beacause when the smaller Jerseys are too old they sre very 
light for beef purposes, nor are their steers heavy enough, 
which is an important consideration for the school. 
Moreover, unless these Jerseys are fed concentrated milk 
producing foods they produce very little more milk than 
the heavier varieties.

When application was made to the Department 
early last spring, it was thought that milking shorthorn 
cows would best suit the needs of the school. It has 
been found since, however, that it is very difficult to 
obtain good cows of this breed, and as there are no good 
sires in this district, they would have to be brought in 
from a considerable distance. 


There are a number of very fine herds of 
registered Ayrshire cattle in East Kootenay, and both the 
Reverend Principal and myself are strongly of the opinion 
that if additional cows are to be purchased it would be 
much better to have Ayrshires than any other breed. The 
big Consolidated Mining & Smelting Company's herd at 
Marysville consists principally of registered and grade 
Ayrshires, and the herd et the Dominion Experimental Farm 
at Windermere is also composed of registered Ayrshires.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your telegram 
dated October 8th, 1930, authorizing the purchase of 
eight registered Ayrshire cows from Mr. Ogilvy-Wills 
of Fairmont Springs at $150.00 each, and one registered 
Ayrshire bull at $100.00 from the Consolidated Mining 
& Smelting Company, to supplement the dairy herd at the 
Kootenay Indian Residential School. 


On receipt of the telegram, I notified Mr. Hay 
and Mr. Ogilvy-Wills and, on my return from Invermere 
on October llth, visited Mr. Wills'farm to arrange to 
have the cows shibped to Fort Steele, but found that 
there would be some delay as a chute would have to be 
built at Radium siding by the Railway Company in order 
to load the cattle. Dr. J.W.Rutledge, the only Veter- 
inary Surgeon living in the district, has promised to 
examine the cows before shipment is made, but will not 
be able to do so for several days. In the meantime, the 
cows are being well cared for and the Department is 
assured of delivery shortly. 


I beg to report thet Mr. A. Le Hay telephoned me 
on the evening of October 3rd that he would be at liberty 
to examine the cows at Fairmont Springs the following day, 
but if he did not do so then he did not think he would be 
able to spare the time until quite late in the fall.

Dear Sir: 


As requested by you, I visited the Ogilvy- 
Wills farm near Fairmont Springs on October 24th and 
examined their herd of purebred Ayrshire cows with a 
view to selecting eight animals to be purchased for the 
Kootenay Indian Residential School. 


I consider these cows are of very fine type, 
and should develop into good animals. As they are young, 
the oldest one being five years of age, many of the younger 
heifers, with proper care, should make good size@ and most 
useful matured cattle as foundation stock to eventually 
develop for the school an all registered herd. Their breed- 
ing shows that they are from a good milking strain and 
should be very switable for the purpose aimed at in furnish- 
ing rich and wholesome milk for the school children. 


I have been very particular in examining these 
cows for anything in the way of disease or defects in their 
udder, and I find they are in good health and apparently 
free from 811 contagious disease and udder defects. I am 
informed that the tuberculin test has been applied within 
the past year with no reactors in the herd. Their condition 
as to flesh at the present time is fair, and with ordinary 
care these cows should winter in good condition. 


When making the examinetion I noticed the heifer 
"Culdare's Bluebell", that is suckling a calf at present, is 
in rather poor condition, and would strongly recommend that 
“Culdare's Holly", another purebred heifer some months 
younger and also suckling a calf, should be substituted, 
owing to the fact of her being in much better condition and 
larger, with the calf superior to that of Bluebell, indicat- 
ing that she is feeding the calf either a greater quantity 
of milk or milk of better quality. This is the only change 


I would recommend in the eight cows previously selected by 
Mr. Ae Le Hay.

farm of Mr. Ogilvy-Wills near Fairmont Springs on 
October 24th and thoroughly examined the eight 
registered Ayrshire cows purchased for the Kootenay 
Indian Residential School. 


In the report submitted by Dr. Rutledge, which 
I beg to enclose herewith, you will note that he strongly 
recommends that the cow Culdare's Holly be purchased 
instead of Culdare's Bluebell, owing to the latter being 
in poor condition. This was done, and I trust the action 
taken will meet with the approval of the Department. 
I beg to state that the cow Culdare's Bluebell was in 
much poorer condition when examined on October 24th than 
when Mr. Hay examined the cower on October 4th, and I am 
of the opinion that Dr. Rutledge acted very wisely in 
recommending the purchase of Culdare's Holly in her stead. 


I also beg to report thet Dr. &. L. Stone, when 
visiting this Agency on October 25th, advised that the 
tuberculin test be applied to the school herd of cattle 
and that the barn be examined and thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected.

Dear Sir: 


As reauested by you, and also being directed by 
Doctor % le Stone when in Cranbrook, I visited the Kootenay 
Indian Residential School on October 50th and again on 
November 2nd, to apply the Tuberculin Test to the herd of 
twenty-eight cows at that place. I 4m pleased to say that 
the test showed the herd to be free from tuberculosis, there 
being no reactors. 


I also examined the barn and premises, and would 
recommend a few alterations. I have suggested that the yard 
be cleaned up and the manure drawn away. 


The barn, which was painted inside a number of 
years ago, should be repainted, as it would be much better 
than to apply whitewash. Also, there are some alterations 
that are necessary in the barn, as they are short of stall 
room for the cows. There are six box stalls situated at one 
end of the barn where pigs and young calves are now being 
kept. I would suggest that these be removed and cow stalls 
put in their place. This would be more satisfactory as it 
is most unsanitary to keep pigs in @ cow barn. I would also 
suggest that if pigs are to be kept a piggery should be built 
that would be suitable for the purpose. 


The fencing around the barn is in bad shape; the 
posts are rotten and the wire is down. 


I am pleased to say that the live stock at the 
School farm is in very fine condition, the pigs, poultry and 
cattle are thrifty and in good health, and the new cows add 
considerably to the appearence of the herd. 


Trusting this will meet with the approval of the
